Break- 
fast was servedin their dining room at 7:30, 
and a few minutes after 8 o’clock the 
President was ready for his last duty 
2 in Chicago—a visit to the International 
Encampment. There bad been a heavy rain 
during the night and the morning was lowering, 
and Mrs. Cleveland decided not to accompany 
; the President to the encampment. Accord- 
ingly. Mr. Cleveland, with Mayor Roche, 
Collector Seeberger, Gen. Terry, Melville 
W. Fuller, and a few other gentlemen, 
rallied forth. There was a good sized 
crowd waiting in front of the Palmer House as 
the party issued from the entrance and the 
President was welcomed with cheers. The 
drive to the encampment was a long one 
and included a ride over the spot where 
the Haymarket riot of May 4, 1886, oc- 
curred. The President viewed this historic 
ground with much interest and asked many 
questions concerning the position of the chief 
participants in the riot. The streets all along 
the route were lined with people, who cheered 
the President as he rode by. Now and then he 
lified his hat to ackuowledge some particularly 
Voviferous greeting. 

There were not many people at the cncamp- 
ment, and had there been they would have been 
aisappointed, for the stay of the party did 
hot exceed five minutes. All the soldiers 
on the yround were drawn up to _ re- 
ceive the Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States Army, and _ there was cheering 
when he appeared. The artillery began firing a 
national salute, butas the eighth gun bolcbed 
:forth the President and his party drove out 
of. the gates. Hundreds of carriages were 
: waiting at the gates aud drove atter 
; the little cavaleade as the, President, 
; escorted by the regular cavalry, dashed 

away to Garfield Park and thence to the subur- 

ban station of the Northwestern Road, where a 
4 private car was in waiting to convey them back 
\ to the city. A few minutes later the car arrived 
q at the Northwestern station, on Wells-streeet, 
where a big crowd had been waiting 
for alongtime. That part of the crowd which 
had been admitted to the station saw Mr. Cleve- 
land and cheered him lustily as he walked 
quickly down the platform to his own 
train, Which was waiting. The crowd 
‘ outside had, however, enjoyed a_ glimpse 
of Mrs. Cleveland when she arrived at the sta- 
tion escorted by Mr. Bissell and Dr. Bryant. 
Good-byes were hastily said, and the train pulled 
vut of the station for Milwaukee. ‘fhe Presi- 
dent had seen Chicazo for the first time, 
_ Despite the annoyance to which he was sub- 
jected yesterday because of the uncontrolled 
crowds the President was mucn pleased with 
his reception here. It was the greatest throng 
he had ever seen and the greatest ever gathered 
in Chicago. An old newspaper correspondent 
who is following the Presidential party says 
that it was a larger crowa than gathered at 
Philadelphia at any time during the Centennial 
EXposition, and it is certain that it far exceeded 
anything expected by the men charged with the 
arrangements for the President’s reception. To 
this may be attributed in a mensure the 
lack of a proper police force, the number 
of men detailed to manage the crowds at the 
different points having been designated by the 
edinmittee. “The President recognized the fact 
that. the bundretis. of thousands of peopie 
in the streets, half & million according 
to some estimates, wanted to see him, 
and with his usual good nature he 
aid nothing to frustrate thac desire. It wus 
suggested on the reviewing stand that he give 
up the afternoon reception 1 order that Mrs. 
Cleveland and himself might be in bet- 
ter condition to cope with the one at 
the Columbia Theatre in the evening, 
but he sturdiiy refused, saying that 
he would not disappoint the people who could 
meet him only at the publicreception. Theeven- 
lug recepiion was avery trying one. There was an 
enormous crowd, thousands of menand womenin 
evening dress being still standing in Jong lines 
iu the street when the doors were fitally 
closed. At times those who had been 
fortunate enough to get inside the house 
were pushei along by those guiding the 
line in the effort to expedite the ceremony. It 
ia said that toward the ciose the President 
shook hands with 70 persons every wmin- 
nie. The ridiculous feature of the re- 
ception was never more apparent and 
the apparent look of irritation which now and 
tien seemed to settle upon the President’s 
tuce indicated that he recognized the 
Silliness of the performance. Mrs, Cleveland 
Was as pleased as the President with her 
reception in Chicago. Ladies vied with each 
ovier in doing her honor in every conceiv- 
able way, the great quantity of flowers 
sent to her being only eoue of the 
many attentions shown her. b opnee a 
Duwbor of ways in which Chicago people would 
have been delighted to honor her were impracti- 
cable because of her very short stay here and 
the absorption of her time in duties connected 
with the public demonstration. 


MILWAUKEE. Oct. 6.—Up to te-day Mil- 
Waukee had been only once honered by the 
resence as her guest of a President of the 
Juited States. Nine years ago Presidest Hayes 
Was accorded an euthuslastic reception. Gen. 
Grant visited Milwaukee after his term of office 
as President had expired, but received as much 
attention as though he were still the Chief Mag- 
istrateorthe Nation. To-day Milwaukee giowed 
With patriotism over its second opportunity to 
do honor to the chosen ruler of the people. 
The day opened brightly after a rather unprom- 
ising night, during which the muttering of thun- 
der was frequent, accompanied by vivid flashes 
of lightning, and raiu pattered down at inter- 
vals. Colored decorations that were yesterday 
put in place suffered some from the 
water, but the biending effect of the 
rain in soine instances enhanced the. beauty 
of the = desigus. A large crowd of 
people assembled at the Northwestern Station, 
on the Lake Shore, long before the time set for 
the arrival of the Presidential train, and be- 
tween the surging ef the crowd and the move- 
went of the different organizations into their 
assigned positions in the line of parade that 
section of the city was afforded a spectucie new 
in its history. 

When the train finally drew into the station 
and the Presidential car was bruught abreast of 
the temporary platform upon which the Presi- 
fert was to alizhc, the immense crowd cheered 
FF fepeatediy and swayed and surged about the 
 teesigralage A Presidential. salute was fired by a 
Jattery on shore, and the revenue steamer Andy 
Johnson —- her ports and echved a te- 
sponse. rearranged plans were aquietly 
put in operation, and the escort of 
the distinguished visitors took up its 
position. The military presented a tine appear- 
ance. It was the largest parade of militia that 
has been seen in Milwaukee since the great re- 
Daion in 1880. As the procession traversed the 
line of march there were frequent bursts of 
cheering, and the President bowed repeatedly 
and lifted his hatin response to cordial saluta- 
tions. Mrs. Cieveland bore herself as serenely 
as a Queen. 

The buildings on both sides of the streets 
traversed by the procession were tastefully 
decorated with the national colors, evergreens, 
&c., some of the desizns being unique as well as 
tasteful, On Wisconsin-street, opposite their 
cub rooms, the Janeau Club, an organization 
composed of young Democrats, erected a grace- 
Tularch of evergreens bearing the word * Wel- 
come” and pictures of Mr. and Mrs, 
Cleveland, and along the walk in front of

of our country. But there has been another ele- 
ment of character displayed. among the people 
everywhere on our travel which has been uni- 
versal and not disturbed or changed by any dif- 
ference in place or circumstance. No State lines 
have circumscribed, no local pride has dimin- 
ished, and no business activity has in the least 
stifled the kindness and cordiality of the people’s 
welcome. There is bitterness enough in the 
partisan feeling which seems tnseparable from 
our political methods, but the good people of 
the United States have, I believe, decreed that 
there are occasions when this shall have no 
viace. This is well manifested to-day in our 
hearty greeting by the people of Wisconsin and 
this active, stirring city. Municipal enterprise 
bas added much to the, natural beauty of your 
metropolis, as is attested by your pleasant 
streets and handsome homes, with their sur- 
roundings. But its great increase in popula- 
tion, its manufactures, and its trade demon- 
strates thatits citizens have not been content 
with beauty alone. 

“T cannot forget my interest in municipal 
affaira arising from an active experience at one 
time in city government, and I tind myself very 
much inclined to scrutinize such statements as 
fail under my eye demonstrating their financial 
condition, With all its extensive public im- 
provements, unless I am much at fault, the city 
of Milwaukee has less of public debt than any 
city of its population in the United States ex- 
cepting one. In these days, when the tempta- 
tion to local public extravagance is not often 
enough withstood, you may well be proud of 
this exhibit, and besides the satisfaction which 
this financial condition produces has a practical 
side te it. Large enterprises are often much in- 
fluenced in their location by such considerations, 
and they are apt to be established where the 
burden of taxation is the least and where the 
share of public indebtedness to be borne by them 
is the smaliest. I feel that I can express no 
kindlier wish for the people of Milwaukee than 
that they may continue, by their splendid ad- 
vantages of location and sound financial condi- 
tion, tu invite to their city the most important 
elements of growth and wholesome progress.” 

From the Court Honse reviewing stand the 
procession resumed its march to Schlitz Park, 
where the baudshaking feature of the pro- 
gramme was arranged to be carriedout.

Though it was broad 
daylight the gas was lhghted, and against the 
backyround of trees presenteda very pretty sight. 
The President was stationed ona platferw in the 
muin pavilion inside the park, surrounded by 
the Citizens’ Cowuittee. Some slip in the ar- 
rangements caused cousiderable confusion, the 
crowd becoming massed inside the building in 
sucha manner that people could not get out 
while they kept pouring in. At one time the 


papers respectively controlled by them reports 
of meetings of suppressed branches of the Na- 
tional League was begun at the Mansion House 
Court this afternoon. Great crowds of people 
lined the route taken by the Lord Mayor and Mr. 
O’Brien and the Corporation of the city, which 
attended them in state during the trial. 

The Lord Mayor was driven to the court ina 
varriage, which was followed by Messrs. John 
Dillon, member of Parliament; ex-Lord Mayors 
E. Dwyer Gray and Charles Dawson, ex-Sherift 
Peter McDonald, and others. The City Marshal, 
wearing a cocked hat and a sword, led the civic 
dignitaries, who were all arrayed in the full 
robes of their offices. Mr. O’Brien joined the 
procession soon after it started and proceeded to 
the court. The streets through which the pro- 
cession passed to the court were thronged, and 
the Lord Mayor and Mr. O’Brien were loudly 
cheered along the entire route. Policemen wan- 
dered singly through the crowd, A cordon of 
police surrounded the Mansion House and pre- 
vented the crowd from approaching the court 
room. There were 50 municipal oflicers present 
in the court. 


After the case had been called by the magis- 


trate a warm dispute occurred between the 
police attendants in the court and Mr. Sextou, 
member of Parliament and High Sheriff of Dub- 
lin, arising from the desire of the latter to place 
the city sword and mace before the magistrate. 
The police attempted to prevent the placing of 
the city emblems on the table, whereupon Mr. 
Sexton and other municipal oflicers seized the 
sword and attempted to place it there by force. 
The police and municipal officers struggled for 
the possession of the sword, while the sapecta- 
tors In the gallery cheered Mr. Sexton and ex- 
horted him to ‘‘hold on.” After a few minutes 
both sides desisted, and after a parley a com- 
promise was effected aud the sword was placed 
on the magistrate’s bench. 

After the adjustment of the difficulty in the 
body of the court the corporation ofiicers re- 
tired to the seats which had been reserved for 
them in the gallery. Mr. O'Brien did not enter 
the court to answer the summons which had 
been issued against him. When quiet had been 
restored in the court room the case of Mr. Sulli- 
van was proceeded with. Mr. Carson appeared 
as counsel for the Crown and Mr. Timothy 
Healy appeared for the defense. After hearing 
the evidence the court dismissed the case on the 
ground that the Crown had not proved that the 
meetiug reported in the Nation, Mr. Sullivan’s 
paper, was a meeting of a suppressed branch of 
the National League. The spectators and the 
crowd outside the court room were wildly en- 
thusiastic over the decision.

POWDERLY 10 THE KNIGHTS. 


POINTS OF THE MASTER WORKMAN’S 
ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 6.—The Knights 
of Labor Convention opened at 9:15 A. M. Pe- 
titions from locals Nos. 1,424, 3,714, 3,492, and 
3,603, asking to be represented by ©. J. Driscoll, 
of Denver, Col., were received. The local as- 
semblies named were attached to a district 
assembly, and not entitled to representation 


except; through the district assembly. The pe- 
tition were refused. The credentials presented 
by Mra. Marion Todd, of Michigan, were posi- 
tively refused. 

The case of District Assembly No, 126, of 
New-York City, Master Workman John Morri- 
son, next Came up on a motion to reinstate the 
district assembly. The motion to reinstate was 
ruled out of order by General Master Workman 
Powderly. 

General Master Workman Powderly, in his an- 
nual address, referring to the Anarchists, said: 

“The relation of the order to’ Auarchy has taken up 
80 much space in the public press, and has been the 
subject of s0 much discussion in the assemblies of 
some large cities, that it is proper to speak of it here 
and to report to you my doings in connection there- 


with. Let me say here that I have never, as 
has been so much asserted in the press 
of the land, confounded Socialism with An- 
archy. I draw a wide line of distinction 


between the two,as every reading, thinking man 
must. I willask of the General Assembly to detine 
the position of the order on the attempts that have 
been made to prostitute if to such base uses as the 
Anarchists would put it. I have never publicly 
uttered a sentiment regarding the course of the 
seven men who are condemned to deuth in Chicago, 
{° will now give my opinion. if these men 
did not have a fair trial, such as is guaran- 
teed every man in the United ‘States, 
then they should be fpranted a new trial. 
If they have not been found guilty of murder they 
shouli not be hanged. If they are to be hanged for 
the actions of others itis not just. The man who 
threw the bomb iu Chicago should be hanged, and his 
accomplices should receive the punishment allotted 
to such offenses by the laws of the State of Illinois. 
demand that every avowed Anarchist be obliged to 
withdraw from the order or be expelled. We have 
nothing to fear from the trade union, but everything 
to fear from the coutaminating intluence of the men 
who preach destruction in the name of our order, 
and who at the same time assert that they are So- 
cialists, while giving the lie to every principle of 
Socialism when they advocate violence of any kind.” 

Passing to recommendations, Mr. Powderly 
said: 


‘**I believe the day has come for Knights of Labor 
to ask at the hands of Congress the passage of a 


law creating a department of labor at 
the seat of the National Government. I 
believe that the Government of the United 


States should operate its own lines of telegraph. I 
believe that it is absolutely necessary for the wel- 
fare and prosperity of the country that the Gov- 
ernment establish a telegraph system to be 
used in the interest of the people. I recom- 
mend that steps be taken to have the next Con- 
gress act on a bill of governmental telegraphy to 
be run in connection with the postal service, 
I believe that we should go before the next 
Congress asking for the passage of but one or two 
measures. They should be important ones, and the 
full strength of the organization should be behind 
those Whe make the demand. I believe, however, 
that nothing can be more important than the pas. 
sage of laws creating a governmental telegraphy and 
a department of labor. To deal knowingly and dneet. 
ligently with these questions we should liaveajourual 
published under the coutrol of the order which would 
reach every member. It should have a department 
especially devoted to these questions. We must 
make a radical changein the methods of educating 
our members. It is not enough that they come to 
and gofroin @ meeting oncea week. They should 
have something to read as the result of their visit to 
the assembly. The work of education of old and 
young is a duty which we shonld not attempt to put 
to one side. 

In the J/Jowrnal of Sept. 10 I published a short 
skeleton for the regulation of State and Territorial, 
mixed and trade assemblies. I will do no more at 
this time than to draw the attention of the General 
Assembly to the matter. and ask that either that or 
a better be adopted for the regulation of the order.”

A BARK LOST BUT THE CREW SAVED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 6.—The first vessel to 
arrive at this port this morning was the Nor- 
wegian bark Rhine, Capt. Florneus, from Lon- 
don, after a terrific passage of 71 days, and hav- 


ing on board Capt. Larsen and crew, of the 
Norwegian bark Tamarang, whom they rescued 
on the morning of the 5th when in latitude 45° 
longitude 33°. The men were ail taken to L. 
Westergaard, the Norwegian Consul at this port, 
who will take eharge of and forward them to 
their homes as soon as pessible. Capt. Larsen 
said they sailed from Dublin Aug. 10 for 
_Tyaney, Cape Breton, and experienced the rough- 
est weather he ever saw onthe Atlantic. Tne 
Tamarang being a very old vessel, it was not 
long before her seams began toopen and the 
water gained rapidly in herhold. On the 3d 
she was badly damaged in a hurricane, and 
Capt. Larsen ordered distress signala set. The 
vessel settled so low in the water that every sea 
would sweep completely over her, and it was at 
the risk of the crew’s life they ventured on deck 
to try and keep her afloat. In this perilous po- 
sition the men remained until the Rhine hove in 
sight. The Tamarang was owned by J. C. Chris- 
tiensen, of Christiunsand, and was built in Lon- 
don in 1840. She was 131 feet long, 29 feet 
beam, 19 feet deep, and 517 tons register. When 
abandoned she was nearly submerged.

TEMPERANCE IN TENNESSEE, 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 6.—The President 
of the Tennessee State Temperance Alliance to- 
day issued a call for a convention of the tem- 


perance organizations in the State, to be held in 
this city on the 9th and 10th of next month, to 
take action with reference to temperance legia- 
lation. Colored associations are included in the 
call, andit is requested that every county be 
fully and ably represented. Between 500 and 
1,000 delegates are expected to be present, and 
the session will be one of the most interesting 
otthe kind ever held in the South. The call 
has much significance. The very large vote 
polled in the recent election bas shown the 
great strength of the Prohibitionists, and they 
are convinced that they can secure such legis- 
lation as they may desire. There has been con- 
siderable talk about an‘extra session of the 
Legislature to discuss the question of local 
option and act upon the matter, but the senti- 
ment of the leaders is against such a move, and 
it will not likely be attempted. Kesolutions de- 
claring for local option were adopted at a mass 
meeting of Dewocrats and Republicans in Wash- 
ington County, and members of both parties in 
other counties will likelv tollow the example.

SWALLOWED UP AT LAST. 


WESTERN UNION IN CONTROL 

OF THE B. AND O. LINES. 

A PRICE SATISFACTORY TO BOTH SIDES 
AGREED UPON AND THE DECISIVE 
PAPERS SIGNED AND SEALED. 

The Western Union, that telegraphic ana- 
conda, openad its jaws yesterday and took in the 
mouthful that has been waiting to be swallowed 
for many weeks. Even for Jay Gould’s com- 
pany the Baltimore and Ohio telegraph system 
was a good deal of a meal, and the dining was 
not undertaken in a hurry. It took only a tew 
minutes yesterday afternoon for the final gulp, 
but the deliberations, investigations, and bar- 


gainings that led up toithad been going on for 
months. 


No sooner did the scheme of Henry 8. Ives to 
join the Baltimore and Ohio properties to his 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton system come 
to grief, than the Western Union began to get 
ready to receive the Garrett telegraph lines. It 
felt sure they would come its way eventually. 
Jay Gould’s company knew a great deal about 
its rival, but it wanted to know more. And it 
went to work systematically in its search for 
knowledge. Then came the Drexel-Morgan- 
English syndicate aud its control of the Balti- 
more and Ohio. It let that road’s express com- 
pany go and it had no particular use for the 
telegraph company. Jay Gould had one, how- 
ever, of very special use. He wanted to get it 
out of the way as a rate-cutting competitor, 
and, as it generally happens when he sets his 
heart upon anything, he succeeded. For a month 


people have waited to hear that Jay Gould had 
made his move, and yesterday, when he was 
ready, he made it. 

The Execntive Committee of the Western 
Union Board of Directors got together yester- 
day morning for a very special meeting. Jay 
Gould and his sou George were there, and so 
were Russell Sage, Samuel Sloan, Alonzo B. Cor- 
nell, Gen. Eckert, and Messrs. Van Horn and 
Terry, while Dr. Norvin Green, the President of 
the company, Was present, of course. When the 
meeting was over Jay Gould started for his pri- 
vate oflice, only to find himself besieged by 
questioners and questions. Mr. Gould was not 
communicative. 

“The terms are not settled yet,” he said; “but 
they will be satisfactory. I can’t say what price 
will be paid.” 

Then Mr. Gould sought refuge in his own lair, 
and the members of his Executive Committee 
hurried to get a little lunch before he should 
want them again at another meeting early inthe 
afternoon. 

When they assembled again the difficulties in 
the way toa bargain had been smoothed away. 
Jay Gould was ready and the trade was made. 
Dr. Green signed the papers for the Western 
Union and J. Pierpont Morgan acted for the 
syndicate, which in turn represented the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad Company, the owners 
of the telegraph line. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph Company’s stock, it was ofticially 
stated, had been handed overto the Western 
Union, and the Western Union had made its pay- 
ment in return. 

By the bargain the Western Union gets com- 
plete control of the lines owned by the Balti- 
more and Ohio Telegraph Company. the lines 
leased by that corporation, and the lines owned 
by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Telegraph 
Company aud used for railroad business along 
the line of the system. The stock of the tele- 
graph company is about $3,875,000. but the 
cost of thé property to its late owners, the 
Baltimore and Obio Railroad, is estimated as 
high as $7,000,000. The equivalent given in 
return is $5,000,000 of Western Union stock 
and $60,000 a year for the railroad wires. 

President Robert Garrett’s return from Europe 
has been looked forward to by many as probably 
marking the time when the deal would be con- 
summated. But they did not wait forhim. He 
is on the steamer Eus, which is due here to-day, 
but he will urrive justin time to find that the 
bargain has been struck without him. Heis 
said, however, to have been fully cognizant of 
the progress of the negotiations up to the time 
he sailed from Europe, and no disposition on his 
part tocause & break or delay in the proceedings 
is expected. Perhaps he might have been in- 
clined to regard another day’s delay as a mark 
of courtesy to him, but he will not make any 
protests on that score. 

Even after the purchase was made the gentle- 
men directly concerned in it were not disposed 
to be loquacious. Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan said 
that all the Baltimore and Ohio telegraph lines 
were included. ‘After 2 o’clock,” he added, 
“they were the property of the Western Union.” 

Dr. Norviu Green said that the deal was con- 
sutmmated by Mr. Morgan and himself. He veri- 
fied the terms of the sale, but declined to say in 
what way the Western Union paid for its new 
avquisition—whether it was in stock or cash. 

Russell Sage agreed that the deal had gone 
through. He did not know but the Western 
Union would be in a position to take possession 
of the Baltimore and Ohio plant to-day. Siuce 
Ives’s plans miscarried, the Western Union’s 
otiicials had made a thorough examination of 
the books, accounts, and outfit of the Baltimore 
and Ohio. The purchase was astep taken with 
eyes wide open and a pretty accurate idea of 
the ground to be traveled. 

Jay Gould himself had little to say about his 
bargain. ‘“* Mr. Garrett ien’t back,” he explained. 

The stock of the telegraph company was put 
in the hands of the syndicate by the Baltimore 
and Ohio Road as collateral for the loans it re- 
ceived. The syndicate had the power to dispose 
of the securities and has done so. There will be 
meetings of the companies on both sides of the 
transaction to ratify the sale, and, according to 
those interested, is not likely that there will be 
much serious objection. How the present ofti- 
cers of the purchased telegraph company will 
enjoy the situation is rather a doubtful question. 
President Bates kept closely to his office in the 
Baltimore and Ohio building on Broadway. He 
declined to see reporters, and when he was 
asked to answer written queries about his opin- 
ion of the telegraph deal he sent back word he 
had nothing to Say. 

Officers of the Commercial Cable Company, the 
Postal Telegraph Company, and the United 
Lines were cheerful at the news of the deal. 
The last two took the ground in their reasoning 
that the removal of the Baltimore and Ohio as a 
competitor would leave them the only rivals of 
the Western Union in the field, and that they 
greatly preferred to fight the big company alone 
tban te have such a rate cutter as the Baltimore 
and Ohio playing havoc with well laid plans. 
The effect of the deal in the relations of the 
cable companies was something yet to be figured 
out. 

On the Stock Exchange the news of the deal 
had its effect in giving Western Union some- 
thing of a boom for alittletime. The stock 
opened at 77%. and when the reports came that 
the settlement was on the point of being 
roached the rise began. Later tidings confirm- 
ing the rumors gave the bulls stili more help, 
and Western Union climbed up to 797g, just fail- 
ing toreach 80. Butit was then at its highest 
point tor the day, and the bulls were unable to 
carry their work further. ‘hen the market 
turned downward, rallying at the close, how- 
ever, to 791s The transactions in Western 
Union for the day were very heavy and amount- 
ed to nearly 100,000 shares, close Upon a quar- 
ter of the marker. In fact, the stock was bought 
and sold until the transactions in it nearly 
equaled half the record of what has been an or- 
dinary day on the Exchange lately. 

It is au interesting question to the Street just 
now what will be the amount of the issue of new 
Western Union stock to pay for the latest addi- 
tion to its lines. Opinions vary widely, and 
many of them go so far as to put the total issue 
of Western Union stock at an even hundred 
millions before many More months are past. 

At the up-town resorts of the brokers and 
other Wall-street meu last night the latest Balti- 
more and Ohio deal received the lion's share of 
attention. “If it goes through all right it ought 
to brace things up,” was an average comment. 
But there was geverally the “if” prefixed to all 
that was suid, as though there were a great deal 
of doubt in the critic’s mind at the final result of 
all the bargaining. Protests from some source 
or other seemed to be expected, although not 
from the two companies directly interested in 
the transaction. Rates ought to see some 
changes and will undoubtedly be raised, was the 
common opinion, at points where the new deal 
is bound to end existing compeution, for tt is 
hardly hkely that cut rates will be continued by 
one part of the company or bigh rates reduced 
by tbe other. : 

By adding the Baltimore and Ohio lines to its 
plantthe Western Union acquires a systero that 
reaches as far as Portland, Me.. on the north 
and east. In the Southern States it reaches 
South Carolina. In the Southwest it reaches 
Texas. Wherever the Baltimore and Obio Rail- 
road system extends the telegraph lines go too, 
and the middle section of the country and the 
East are pretty thoroughly cOvered by them, all 
the important places being reached. The tele- 
graph company’s indebtedness to the railroad 
corporation is given in #oor’s Manital at $3,872,- 
693 26 in 1886, this sum not including the val- 
ue of telegraph on the railroad syatem por 
of the district cowpanies in New-York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
and other points. Ineluding -the railroad 
wires used by the telegraph company, that cor- 
poration owns and controls 7,535 miles of poles 
and 54,972 miles of wire. The whole number of 
the company’s offices is put at 1,143. From some 
points, such as St. Louis and New-Orleans, the 
Baltimore and Ohio has captured a large share 
of the business. Another advantage to be gained 
by the purchase by the Western Union will be to 
give that company still wore of # monopoly of 
wires running along railroads, and therefore 
more easily and economically maintained. If the 
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Western Union’s Executive Committee meets to- 
day, as it is very likely to do, it is possible that 
a detailed statement will be made public.

CROW OUTBREAK. 





SITTING BULL’S FIERY SPEECH IS NOW 
BEARING FRUIT. 

BILLinGs, Montana, Oct. 6.—The dissat- 
isfaction which has been prevalent among the 
Crows for the past year, and which has cul- 
minated in the present outbreak, started with 
the visit of Sitting Bull and 100 Sioux braves 
last Summer to the Custer battle grounds. There 
they held a war dance in memory of their great 
victory. The comparisons made at that time by 
the Sioux Indians of the treatment of the two 
nations by the Government greatly excited the 
jealousy of the Crows, and since then there has 
been arapidly growing dissatisfaction. During 


the visit, at the joint counsel, Sitting Bull was 
heard to say, referring to the Custer monument: 

**Look at that monument! That marks the work 
of my people. We are respected and feared by the 
white man because we killed his great chief and 
more than 300 of his warriors on this spot. We re- 
ceive one and one-half pounds of beef per ration, 
but you get only one-half pound; yet we do no 
work, but ride and visit our friends as we please. 
See your little log houses and farms. You are the 
white man’s slave. He is teaching you to labor, 
only that you may torget the use of your war paint, 
and the battle song of your fathers are stolen from 
the lips of your children by the senseless chants of 
the schools by the black robes, (priests.) Is there 
blood in the veins of your young men? Rise up 
against the bloodless conquest that is turning your 
people into slaves! The red man was made by our 
Great Spirit to hunt and to fight, to be free as the 
prairie wind. It is the white man’s business to 
work. He is only a soldier when he is paid tu be.” 

The effect that his speech made on the Crow 
Nation was tremendous, and the seed then 
sown is now bearingits fruit. Agent Williams 
has done a!) in his power to civilize his charges, 
has spent the money judiciously, and the In- 
dians have done much Agricultural work, but a 
great difficulty they have to contend with is the 
question of horse stealing. Interference with 
this favorite pastime, taken in connection with 
the rising ambition of the young chief to go on 
the war path, bas caused the present outbreak. 
The outcome remains uncertain. Yhe military 
authorities are trying to makeit appear as small 
as possible, but there will undoubtedly have to 
be strong measures taken to prevent the fre- 
quent occurrences of such outbreaks. There is 
a strong possibility that unless the military are 
instructed to take a hand in this game that seri- 
ous trouble will result.

A FIERCE ATTACK ON STATE SENATOR 
JOE BROWN 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 6.—In the Legislature 
to-day a lively attack was made on Senator Joe 





Brown by Representative Huff. He said: 
“rhe last committee that went to Dade 
Coal Mines had one end of the coach 
filled with whisky and champagne and 


the other end with cigars, and one member of 
the committee got maudlin drunk and fell out of 


his bunk. Now you can imagine what kind of 
& report a committee like this would get up.” 

In the Senate Mr.Jones, referring to this state- 
ment, said: ‘* As Chairman of that committee, I 
desire to state that so far as I am individually 
concerned I did not drink anybody’s whisky or 
champagne or smoke anybody's cigars. I de- 
sire to say in behalf of the committee that the 
attack made on them is unjust and untrue.” 

Representative Huff, in the House, replied to 
this thus: ‘ When I made the proposition to 
put the question to the people I could see 
young men crawling under their desks. 
They are afraid of Joe Brown and his gang. 
I call the present system an infamous system— 
and [ mean every word I say. These young 
men who were in their swaddling ciothes when 
this infamous swindling system was put on the 
State are here to-day bowing their heads to Joe 
Brown and his nefarious gang of money changers. 
Some of them want to be solicitors and the 
others want to go to Congress.” He said that 
some men denied that Joe Brown influenced 
them, when it was known that they were skir- 
mishing around with free tickets in their pockets 
riding on Joe Brown’s champague excursions.

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JACOB SHARP GETS A STAY 


JUSTICE RUGEK FINDS HE HAS 
“GRAVE DOUBTS.” 

SO THE CONVICTED BRIBER WILL NOT GO 
TO SING SING UNTIL THE COURT OF 
APPEALS TAKES FINAL ACTION. 

ALBANY, Oct. 6.—Jacob Sharp will not ga 
to Sing Sing until the Court of Appeals has 
finally passed on his case. Chief-Judge Ruger 
this afternoon heard the arguments of counsel 
on both sides on the application for a stay of 
proceedings and then granted the desired relief. 
The appeal from the decision of the Genera} 
Term will be argued before the full bench oa 
Wednesday, Oct. 19. 

W. Bourke Cockran, E. Winslow Paige, and 
Albert W. Stickney appeared to-day for Sharp, 
and District Attorney Martine and Assistant 
District Attorney Nicoll represented the prose- 
cution. The argument was limited to one hour. 

The principal argument for Sharp was made 
by Mr. Paige, who declared that there was an 
error, first, in admitting Sharp’s evidence before 
the Senate committee. If there was ** reason. 
able cause for doubt” under the statute con- 
cerning the admissibility of that evidence, he 
said, then the court washound to grant the stay. 
The Penal Code provided that the testimony oi 
@ person in a bribery case might be compeliea in 
any examination, but could not be used against 
him in any civil or criminal case. ‘The statute 
was to be construed as favorable to the lib- 
erty of the subject, not against it. Sec 


ond, the evidence proving that Keenan, 
Moloney, De Lacy, and others indicted with 
Sharp fied to Canada was inadmissible, as con- 
trary tothe principle of law furbidding testi- 
mony as to the flight of co-conspirators. Third, 
the admission of the evidence by which Miller 
said he ** supposed” the money was used to bribe 
Aldermen was clearly wrong, as Judge Daniels 
had conceded, though he held the evidence 
could do no harm with an intelligent jury. 
Fourth, the testimony of Pottle that Sharp had 
tried to bribe himin 1884 was contrary to the 
laws of evidence. Mr. Cockran recited a de- 
cision of Judge Rapalloin support of that posi- 
‘tion. 

Messrs. Martine and Nicoll argued against 
this position, the points on both sides being sub- 
stantially the same that were advaneed before 
Judge Potter and the General Term. In the 
course of his remarks the District Attorney said, 
in regard to the grantof @ stay, that although 
the Court of Appeals possessed the power, to do 
SO Was against the practice. 

“ Have you any authority for that statement?” 
quickly asked Judge Ruger. 

Mr. Martine replied that except in capital 
cases there was no case ou record, he believed, 
in which the power of stay had been invoked. 

Judge Ruger said: “The exercise of that 
power is the constant practice of the court. The 
Judges of this court have time and again, when- 
ever there has been the slightest chance of 
error, granted such stays in criminal cases. 
Every Judge has granted such stays, though 
there is no record of them. Indeed, I know of 
no case in which such a stay has been refused by 
a Judge of this court.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Nicoll’s speech, Mr. 
Cockran and Mr. Paige quickly rose and an- 
nounced together that the argument of the a 
appeal had been set down for Oct.19. Wheu oa 
Mr. Martine remarked that it was rather short 
notice and that he had not been notified, Mr. 
Paige promptly exclaimed that he thought the 
prosecution was anxious to push things as 
quickly as possible. In view of the early hear- : 
ing Mr. Cockran thought that Sharp, who was x 
over 70 years old and likely to die if removed to a 
prison, ought not to be disturbed as long as the : 
case was pending in the courts. Mr. Nicoll as- 
sured him that eminent physicians had declared 
that there would be no danger in the transfer. — 
Judge Ruger thought it would be impossible for - 
him to review the case inside of several weeks, : 
As the papers were very voluminous, it 
would be better for him not to express an opin- 
ion until the full bench considered it. He would 
therefore be very glad if the counsel could 
come to some agreement on the matter. 

“ Will not the court suggest something?” asked E 
Mr. Martine. ‘ We are convinced that there has a 
been no error, and that the judgment should $ 
stand. Still, we are willing to defer to the 4 
Judge’s suggestion.” y 

The Chief-Judge said he had read a number of a 
opinions on Judge Barrett’s rulings, which he ; 
must confess had raisec grave doubts in his 2m 
mind. Argument must remove it, and reference ay 
must be made to authorities. He thought before a 
sentence was executed the rulings should be re- a, 
viewed. If he did not grant a stay considerable = 
delay would be necessary, and accordingly he 
would grant “acertificate of grave doubt,” re- 
marking, incidentally, that the gravest doubt 
was as to the admission of Sharp’s testimony be 
fore the Senate investigating committee.

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THE PROBATION DOCTRINE 


THORN IN THE 

THE AMERICAN BOARD. 

THE OLD CONTROVERSY FOUGHT OVER 
AGAIN-—THE PRUDENTIAL COMMIT- 
TEE AND SECRETARIES RE-ELECTED. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 6.—This was the 
third day of the great anniversary meeting of 
the American Board of Foreign Missions. The 
committee on the Japan mission reported, and 
emphasized the danger during the present crisis 
in that country of any one introducing unscript- 
ural speculation. Areport was made on mis- 
sions in Papal lands, in which there was an en- 
couragins account of the increased circulation 
of the Bible, interest in schools, and spirit of 
sacrifice among converts. 

A majority report of the committee on the re- 
port of the Home Sccretary was presented by 
Prof. Boardman, of Chicago. Five of the com- 
mittee constitute the majority, while Prof. 
George Fisher and President Buckham, of the 
Vermont University, make a minority report, 
which J. M. Stickney, of Connecticut, also fa- 


vors. The majority report considered that the 
report under consideration affords much en- 
couragement to the friends of missions, The re- 
port says: 

“Eighteen more missionaries have been appointed 
than the average number for the past 12 years, and 
7l more names were added to the list of missiona- 
ries, including those returning to the fields. The 
finances were not so favyorabie as last year, the 
Sweet and Otis funds having been largely drawn 
upon to meet deficiencies. ‘he constitution of the 
board requires that no part of its funds go to sup- 
port error, and we reaffirm and fall back upon the 
action taken last year at Des Moines against the 
dectrine of future rebation. The committee 
deserve high commendation for their faithfulness 
in this part of the work, as they have 
followed instructions. The statements made oy re- 
jected candidates amply justify the decision. It is 
an occasion of great gratilude that so much enthusi- 
asm for missionary work has been awakened among 
the young. The board adheres to its position at 
Des Moines and accepts the action of the Prudential 
Committee. It recommends to the committee to be 
careful to guard against any approval of the doc- 
trine of a future probation. It is the feeling of 
the majority of the committee that their attitude to- 
ward the doctrine was settled at Des Moines, but 
since the proper interpretation of that action has 
been called in question we affirm that the action of 
the Prudential Committee is in harmony with that 
action.” 

Prof. Fisher,in presenting the minority re- 
port, regretted to differ from the majority. He 
agreed with the general statements in the re- 

ort, as it treats more of work done than opin- 
ons, but as to Mr. Hume and the rejected An- 
dover students the minority differed. The re- 
port said: 

“The Home Secretary is plainly defending him- 
self and the Prudential Committee, and so the 
question becomes a personal one. His course haa 
excited widespread dissatisfaction. This was the 
reason of the resignation of the honored and lament- 
ed Alpheus Hardy from the Prudential Committee. 
Facts about the rejected students that would 
modify the case have been withheld. In 
his zeal for putting down what he deems 
dangerous error he has suppressed the facts 
and usurped authority. Attempts have been made 
to use the board as a makeweight in theological 
controversy. The board is nota tribunal to define 
orthodoxy. The churches have regular means of 
doing this. The board should remember that it is 
not a representative body, and be careful not to 
usurp prerogatives proper to such a body. There is 
danger in making the board 4 close corporation. 
Candidates shown be examined face to face and not 
through intermediaries. The Prudential Committee 
shoula not be partisan.” 

It was moved to accept the majority report. 
Prof. Fisher moved that the minority report be 
substituted. On this the first great debate of 
the session began. The Rev. Mr. Cheever, of 
Worcester, urged, in a written speech, “ unity in 
essentials, liberty in doubtful matters, and char- 
ity in all.” “Theology,” he said, ‘‘ needs reshap- 
ing from time to timeand adjustment to the 
eter nal standard—the Word of God. Let us fol- 
low our late large-minded President ana not ex- 
clude the new men from preaching the good 
news in foreign lands.” f 

Prof. Fisher said: “I appreciate the difficulties 
in our denomination in harmonizing our forces 
so as to work in unity. We ought to appre- 
ciate the arduous labors of the committee, but 
there should not be an indiscriminate admira- 
tion of them. I have no sympathy with any 
who seek to undermine such fundamental doc- 
trines as those of the person of Christ. I have 
no sympathy with such an effort, but why 
should the Prudential Committee determine 
questions of theology? The members of this 
board are not authorized representatives of 
the churches. It is not a Venetian Senate. 
The most important question is, ‘ What 
sort of pérson is the candidate, and 
what use will he make of speculative doc- 
trines?’ We have no use for cranks. I would 
put over the door ‘No cranks need app! ” We 
must use a large common sense. This is the only 
safe course forthe board as to this and other 
such doubtful views that are coming up, as pre- 
mnillennialism, inspiration of the Pentateuch, &c. 
We shall have our hands full if we make our- 
selves a theological court. We should leave the 
Prudential Committee unfettered by any resolu- 
tion, if not, churches will have to resume their 
prerogative of deciding by Council or General 
Assembly. This will be astep toward Presby- 
terianism. Wecan’t keep the blessings of Con- 
gregationalism if we introduce these centraliz- 
Ing measures. I think I voice a large dissatis- 
faction with the doings of the committee.” 

Prof. Boardman, of the Chicago Theological 
Seminary, said: “The idea that we have noth- 
ing to do with theology is preposterous. Now, 
the question is, ‘Will it be wise to introduce this 
new theology to lie alongside that to which we 
have beén used?’ Does the Bible forbid the 
doctrine of future probation or not? It has 
been said, ‘No,’ but this is not the question. 
There are many wrong things the Bible does not 
in terms forbid. Does probation end in this life 
or not? The new departure ciaims that the 
great opportunity cemes after death. The law 
of God does not furnish a probation after death. 
If we go on toa plain and inevitable inference 
from this premise, future probation is only a 
surface symptom, like smallpox pimples. It is 
impossible to hold such a doctrine that you 
don’t preach. This doctrine is thrown upon us 
us @ mere supposition, but underneath is a 
definite system. In the utterances of rejected 
candidates, there was not much about texts, but 
® great deal about what they should think would 
Ee from what they know of the nature of 

The Rev. E. G. Parker, D. D., of Hartford, 
pleaded for those who hold the hypothesis—not 
the doctrine—of future probation. You have to 
reckon not only with poor Andover, but with all 
liberals all over the country, he said. Men of 
straw have been set up only to be knocked down. 
I heard two drunken men on the street com- 
plaining that this meeting had cheated them out 
of their usual drink, and now ‘blamed if they 
ain’t discussing prohibition afterdeath.” [Laugh 
ter.] The question at isaue in ali this discussion 
is simply, “Shall the board bind itself by resolu- 
tions, which may be passed here by a two-thirds 
vote, to refuse all candidates for missionary 
service who cannot affirm their belief in the doc- 
trine that probation necessarily ends for ali men 
atdeath. [tell you no candidate who has pre- 
sented himself to the Prudential Committee for 
approval ever held such ideas as those presented 
here by Dr. Boardman. Not one of them would 
hesitate to repudiate them. [A voice on the 
floor: “ That is true."] 

The Rey. Dr. Taylor, of New-York, said: “If I 
lid not think this doctrine would affect the 
oreaching of the candidates I should not regard 
shis discussion as of importance, but it cannot be 
otherwise. The views of candidates on these 
questions may be fairly regarded as a part of 
their doctrine. Tendencies are stronger than 
individuals. I think there will be progress in 
the direction of more error. This thing began 
with Thomas Erskine as a ‘larger hope.’ He 
was a saintly man, but he said: ‘I think we 
shall value the Bible more as we become inde- 
gendentof it.’ The Prudential Committee should 
ye urged to look well to the theological fitness of 
he candidate. This policy has worked well for 
'D years.’ 

The jast speaker of the morning was the Rev. 
Dr. George L. Walker, of Hartford. He argued 
* That this “octrine of probation is as old as the 
second cen *, and that the ideas so spread 
abroad inthe religious papers that it is a noy- 
elty isa gross misconception, and has greatly 
misled the minds of our church members, who 
areas inpocentas babes in the matter. Itis 
held by leading men in England, and by those 
who have dune s0 much to roll back the tide of 
German infidelity. Thisisa time for theolog- 
ical concession. It is not the first time this 
board has been agitated by a theological contro- 
versy. We have had in Connecticut for 50 years 
two rival seminaries, which, in a Christian way, 
of course, have been shaking their fists im each 
other’s faces. But the Prudential Committee 
in passing on candidates have never stopped to 
discuss the diiference between the old school 
and the new.” Dr. Walker closed with an appeal 
Jor such action as shall relieve the many hearts 
that have gone away from previous meetings 
saddened beeause of so much controversy, 
trusting that they need not have to repeat that 
ex perience here. 

Notwithstanding the late adjournment of the 
forenoon meeting, which was nearly half an 
hour late, at 2 P. M. every seat and inch of room 
Was oceupied, Dr, Behrends, of Brooklyn, re- 
suujed the discussion. He said: ‘We are the 
stewards of a treasure handed down from those 
who organized the board. We must follow them, 
notonly in letter, but alse in spirit. I do not 
believe in compromise. I don’t believe that the 
atonement 1s a compromise. Thelaw of Christ- 
jan conduct 1s never a compromise. As to 
the reports of the majority and minority, 
I can’t agree without reserve in either, 
What isthe Gospel? It is the message of re- 
demption, and that implies that men are already 
lost, and that apart from Christ no one can be 
saved. This includes the universality of the 
ioral law and of the atonement. St. Paul says 
of all nen that they are without excuse. This 
is an axiom in Christian teaching, and second- 
probation theories seem to go againstit. It 
must be given up or made to square with the 
teaching of St. Paul. We may have theories if 
we do not run ayainst such clearly revealed 
truths as that that destiny is decided by deeds 
done in the body. We ought todo two things— 
first, quit blaming men for what they have been 
instructed to do, and, second, find a platform 
‘eu-which not only two-thirds, but three-thirds 
of us can stand,” 

The liev. George A. Gordon, Pastor of the Old 
Souih Church, Boston, said: “Suppose you send

back the Prudential Committee, instructed to do 
as they have done, will that stop the spread of 
this so-called heresy at home? This witl alien- 
ate a larger and larger constituency. It will be 
almost impossible to hold the great churches 
to the support of the board. I desire that the 
conciliatory policy embodied in the minority re- 
port may prevail. This will mean victory to 
neither side, but forthe one cause of Christ 
against the common enemy.” 

The Rev. Dr. E. P. Goodwin, of Chicago, said 
that his self-respect would not allow him to re- 
main silent. “ Dr. Fisher calls'ime a crank by 
implication when he says that premillenialists 
should be excluded by a notice that‘ no cranks 
need apply.’”’ 

Dr, Fisher and others said Dr. Goodwin was in 
error as to what Dr. Fisher had said. 

Continuing, Dr. Goodwin said: ‘I find difficul- 
ty with this doctrine of a second probation, be- 
cause it is drawn, not from Scripture, but from 
Christian consciousness. I do not find in the 
Bible any respect for the philosophy of men. If 
seems to me that thenew departure voes straight 
toward skepticism.” 

Dr. Alexander McKinzie, of Cambridge, 
thought if the two previous speakers were can- 
didates for foreign appointments they should 
be passed without question, but otherwise he 
thought they had said nothing to the peint. In 
a Sunday or two,” he said, “I take a collection 
for a society which, if I were a candidate, 
would not send me or any other Pastor in Bos- 
ton, with the possible exception of one or two 
A good deal has been said of the ‘tendency of 
Unitarianism.’ But this doctrine makes moro

Dr. George F. Penticost thought that almost 
every speaker had said this is nota theological 
question, and then hadtalked about almost noth- 
ing else. Yourwill not find, he said, in any 
creed a syllable of approval of this hypothesis. 
The board can only keep to the faith which has 
already beon expressed by the churches. The 
minute they leave this groiwnd they transeress, 
It is idle to say that this hypothesis 
is not positive and aggressive. It is 
knocking vigorously for recognition by 
the board. But before this can be, the 
Board must have some instruction that this 1s 
the faith of the churches, Go to the churches 
andnot tothe board, Goto plaees of original 
theological jurisdiction. As to the harmlesaness 
of this hypothesis which no one believes in—but 
they do believe init, if words and actions mean 
anything—they all admit that it has no warrant 
in Scripture. This hypothesis is the principal 
obstacle that keeps convicted and troubled men 
from yielding to Christ, as every evangelist 
knows who comes face to face with them in the 
inquiry room. 

Prof. Fisher’s amendment was lost, 43 to 95, 
President Seelye’s amendment to the effect that 
all the majority report, except the instructions 
as to doctrine, that requiring them to so con- 
duct the affairs of the board as both to guard 
the board against error and also to conserve 
the unity of the churches, was lost, 51. to 88. 
The majority report was then adopted by ac- 
clamation. 

The Nominating Committee reported in favor 
of the election of the Rev. Dr.R. 8. Storrs as Presi- 
dent, with Drs, Clark, Aldeh, and Smith as 
Secretaries, Dr. Stimpson Recording Secretary, 
Langdon 8. Ward as Treasurer. A. W. Tufts, 
James M. Gordon, and Joseph C. Tyler Audi- 
tors, with the old Prudential Committee, as 
follows: Messrs. A. C. ‘thompson, E. B. Webb, 
Cc, C. Burr, J. 8. Ropes, Elbridge Torrey, W. H. 
Ellison, A. H. Plumb, Ezra Farnsworth, E. §. 
Atwoed, and Charles A. Dickinson. They also 
retained the name of E. W. Blatchford as Vice- 
President. The majority report was signed 
by Messrs. Hyde, Wallace, Andrews, Moen, 
and Goodwin. Dr. Vose made a minority re- 
port for J. W. Cooper and himself. They 
named President James B. Angell, of the Michi- 
gap University, as President; the Rev. George 
M. Boynton,of Jamaica Plain, as Home Secre- 
tary, in place of Dr. Alden, and recommended 
that the Prudential Committee be increased 
from 10 to 11 members by adding the Rev. Dr. 
Alexander McKenzie, of Cambridge. Dr. Vose 
explained that they favored the retirement of 
Dr. Alden reluctantly, and because of acknowl- 
edged mistakea which have made many men of 
different shades of opinion feel that a change is 
best. The majority report was accepted and a 
vote was taken on the question of enlarging the 
committee. The proposition was lost—63 to 78. 
All of the persons nominated as corporate mem- 
bers were then elected.

AT THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 
Mrs. Frank Leslie: 


MADAME: Your late annoyance at the 
Custom House, which has terminated so tri- 
umphantly for you, will, [hope, prove of infinite 
service to thecause of tariffreform. Thereis a 
standing saying that England will never alter 
the compartment railway ear system until an 
Archbishop or a Prime Minister is either roasted 
alive or assassinated in one of them. Now, if 
only a few editors of influential newspapers 
could be made to taste once in a while 


the bitter cup of insults, arbitray rui- 
ings, to say nothing of loss of time and 
money, that the unfortunate importer has 
to submit to an account of our shameful, swin- 
dling tariff system, we might then expect a 
speedier relief. But, Madame, allow me to say 
that the seizure of your six yards of poplin was 
by no means the chief outrage. The outrage 
was that the oflicious inspectress seized this 
article from Mra.

Of course these were all separate seizures. 
The 17 yards of dress goods was seized from 
some passenger from Liverpool, perhaps an ewmi- 
grant, The suit of clothes wasfrom a passenger 
from Glasgow, In fact, most of these articles 
were the property of people who wanted the 
goods for their own private use, and not to go 
into competition with our aristocratic home in- 
dustry. After all, your resentment, Madame, 
should not beso much against the officious in- 
spectress, (Who only did herduty as she under- 
stood it, and which she was accustomed to do 
daily,) as it ahould be against that swindling, 
shameful, oppressive tariff system under which 
this free and happy country now groans. Any- 
how, as a tariff reformer of 20 years’ standing, I 
congratulate myself and the good cause that 
tariff reform has by the mishap of the now his- 
torical six yards of poplin gained a fair and power- 
ful ally.

BOSS SHEPHERD'S PARADE 


PLENTY OF RED FIRE BUT NO 
ENTHUSIASM. 
THE PROCESSION A SMALL AFFAIR—ALL 
THE FUNDS SPENT FOR FIREWORKS— 
THE BOSS’S RECORD. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—‘‘ Boss” Shepherd’s- 


return to his old home has been “celebrated.” 
A small procession and a prodigious display 
of red fire, and in one hour the widespread 
“demonstration in honor of Washington’s 
Tweed” was over. As a parade the turn-out 
was a sorry failure. As a crowd-drawing ex- 
pedient it was entirely successful. That 1s 
pot saying much in Washington, for it 
is not an uncommon sight here to see 
20,000 or 30,000 people gathered along 
Pennsylvania-avenue to witness the ap- 
pearance of a frontier military organization 
or the advertising band of a visiting minstrel 
show. Grand Marshal * Bill” Dickson had made 
all his preparations to-day, and these included 
a liberal distribution of greek fire and roman 
candles all along the route of the proposed 
march. The line was formed on the eastern end 
of the city and it marched soon after 8 o’clock, 
By that hour Pennsylvania-avenue was thronged 
from the Peace Monument atthe foot of the 
Capitol grounds, to Fifteenth-street, by a crowd 
attracted by the promise of the most liberal 
exhibition of fireworks ever seen here and 
by the announcement that several brass bands 
would be heard. The “boss” was brought to 
town from Bleak House, his country home, by a 
committee and was escorted to a stand erected 
against the wall of the Treasury grounds, just 
at the turn where Pennsylvania-avenue bends 


into Fifteenth-street. The stamd was reserved 
for particular friends of the “boss,” and with 
its liberal decorations was the only obiect that 
indicated to strangers the fact that a great 
demonstration was at hand. For an hour after 
Shepherd took his place in this flag-be- 
decked structure there was an incessant 
burning of rockets, bouquets, roman can- 
dies, and greek tire of all colors, ex- 
tending from one end of the avenue to 
the other. When at last the bicyclers appeared 
with their Chinese lanterns, bobbing up and 
down with the motion of their wheels, they came 
in a cloud of gunpowder smoke, tinged with red 
and yellow light. There were about 200 wheel- 
men in line, 500 had been expected to turn out. 
Washington can easily produce 1,000, There 
was a long wait between the wheelmen and the 
brief military body. All of the uniformed 
organizations turned out sparsely. At the grand 
stand, in which Shepherd sat amid his old friends 
of the ring period, there was some cheering, 
stimulated by liberal burning of fireworks. The 
Putnam Phalanx, of Hartford, was in line, but 
ithad shrunk to a small Company. After the 
military the most imposing contingent was that 
of Contractor Gleason, whose Italians, with somo 
of their carts, to the number of several hundred, 
trudged along in happy ignorance of the use to 
which they were being put. The prominent cit- 
izens whose names have heen used as having 
signed the letter of welcome, and whose presence 
in the procession was promised, did not appear. 
There were a few neat transparencies bearing 
inscriptions laudatory of Shepherd for having 
done things which were done by some one else, 
but there were no labor organizations in line, 
and the straggling followers of the ‘* boss’ got 
past the grand stand before 9:30. The specta- 
tors went home disappointed. But $5,000 had 
gone up in gunpowder smoke, A _ fireworks 
show had been seen for nothing. Mr. William 
Dickson had aequired some capital to help him 
in his effort to secure the Postmastership, the 
beneficiaries of the old ring had applauded, and 
the ‘‘ boss” had been glorified. 

It was very hard lines for Commissioner Will- 
iam B. Webb to be obliged to address ** Boss” 
Shepherd the letter signed to-day on behalf of 
the District Commissioners, in which Shepherd 
is tendered “the freedom of the city, with all 
the privileges pertaining thereto.” It was em- 
barrassing to Mr. Webb, because on Jan. 22, 
1872, he was one of the most prominent of 
some 200 memorialists who asked Congress to 
investigate a list of several charges preferred 
against Shepherd’s Board of Public Works. Mr. 
Webb was then one of the intensely earnest 
body of men who, in the interest of 
“good government, general prosperity, and 
economical administration,” pointed out that the 
Board of Public Works had grossly usurped the 
authority to make improvements. They had, 
according to Mr. Webb, in seven months, incurred 
contingent expenses of more than $200,000. 
They had, besides employing a civil engineer at 
$2,500 ayear, imported another at an expense 
of $8,000, They had abandoned the City Hall, 
a fire-proof building, and titted up four separate 
hired buildings at a cost of $100,000. Their 
Legislature had passed two loan bills for 
$4,000,000, each involving a speoial tax of 
$2,000,000 on private property, and had placed 
the whole amount in the hands of five men. 
They were accused of “unparalleled profiigacy” 
in expenditures for advertising and F art ans 
and had subsidized 15 newspapers. sn thon- 
sand carts, men, and mules had been employed 
ere before election, and two elections had been 

eld when only one was hecessary at an ex- 
pense of $100,000 for each. Contracts involv- 
ing enormous cost had been unlawfully made 
before appropriations had been made for carry- 
ing them out. Mr. Webb had not only approved 
all these charges, but others in support of them, 
and he had an opinion of Shepherd and 
his ring that was no more flattering 
than of Senator Edmunds’ or Senator 
Bayard, each of whom testified to 
the enormity of the ring’s undertakings. It was 
also hard lines on Commissioner Wheatley, for 
his father,now dead, but in 1872 one of the ster- 
ling men of the district, which was sadly lack- 
ing at that time in men of righteous stamp, was, 
with Mr. Webb, @ memorialist to Congress to 
protest against the outrageous course of ** profil- 
gacy, disregard of law, and defiance of econom- 
jcal suggestions” which Jed Mr. Webb to ask 
that the ring’s acts be investigated. There was 
no politics in the demonstration to-night. Its 
managers were ring Republicans and ring Dem- 
ocrats—men who would hail the return of Shep- 
herd and the old ring days as a grateful relief 
from the comparatively conservative and sound 
methods in vogue at present.

UNJUST RAILROAD RATES. 


—_——— > 
DETROIT FIGHTING DISCRIMINATION 
FREIGHT TARIFF, 
DeErrott, Mich., Oct. 6.—Congressman J. 
Logan Chipman has been retained by the Detroit 
Board of Trade to present atest case for the 
city and State before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. A committee of the board has the 
matter in charge, and are busy with their coun- 
selin preparing the case for adjudication. 
Although thejboard is taking the lead, the move 
ment will bo one by the merchants and manu- 
facturers of the entire city and State. They say 


that they have submitted for yeara to an ex- 
travagant discrimination in railroad rates by 
which Chicago was favored at the expense 
of Detroit and Michigan. There have 
been frequent protests, particularly three 
years ago when the manufacturers and railroads 
locked horns. But until the creation ot the 
Inter-State Commission no effective relief could 
be secured. Itis now proposed to make a con- 
certed attack on this discrimination, which 
means a bitter contest with the railroads. For 
years railroad rates have been fixed on the basis 
of Chicago's rates. That is, Chicago pays 30 
cents a thousand to the seaboard. Instead of 
Detroit having a proportionate cash rate it is 
given a rate of 78 per cent. on that of Chicago. 
All other towns have rates arranged on a per- 
centage of Chicago's rate. These rates, it is 
said, are very unjust to Detroit and seriously 
cripple the trade of merchants and manutfact- 
urers by putting freight charges on them which 
Chicago dealers do not bear. The discrimina- 
tion is partly sustained by the railroads on the 
ground of increased terminal charges at Detroit. 
The facilities for shipping are said to necessitate 
greater rates here. But Judge Chipman is of 
the opinion that if a discrimination can be in- 
directly brought about under the guise of 
charging extra for terminal facilities the law 
tails to accomplish its purpose. The details of 
the case to be presented will be carefully worked 
up, and a determined effort will be made to se- 
cure permanent relief from an injustice that has 
been long endured.

STOCKHOLDERS YIELDING. 
MORE OF THEM CONSENT TO READING’S 
REORGANIZATION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 6.—-Reading’s Board 
of Reconstruction Trustees received substantial 
encouragement to-day by the acquisition to the 
ranks of the assented security holders of own- 
ers of $1,300,000 of first series consolidated 5s. 
The Provident Life and Trust Company, owning 
$125,000 of these bonds, and H. P. McKean, who 
holds over $1,000,000, notifiea the Trustees of 


their intention to accept the terms of reorgan- 
ization, pay the assessment, and deposit their 
holdings. The deposits will be made to-morrow 
with Brown Brothers & Co. 

This action is taken because the gentlemen 
believe it is no longer good policy to obstruct 
the progress of reorganization, and because 
they believe the Reading is now so ably man- 
aged and making such large earnings that it 
will be able to pay the interest upon its uew 
securities and make them as valuable as the ald 
ones have ever been. All parties interested said 
it was an unconditional surrender, and that the 
holders receive no compensation or terms differ- 
ent from those granted to holders of the same 
class of securities who have heretofore assent- 
ed, nor were the bonds bought by the syndicate 
or by any one in its behalf. 

The total issue of the first series consolidated 
53 is about $7,814,000. The new step places a 
bare majority of the bonds under the control of 
the reconstruction Trustees, but it does not affect 
the standing of the unassented bondholders.

KILLED BY AN ELECTRIC SHOOK. 
From the Detroit Tribune, Oet, 4. 

About 8:30 o’clock last evening Hiram 
Corliss, Superintendent of the tower lamp trim- 
mers employed by the Brush Electric Light 
Company, discovered that something was wrong 
with alight on Woodward-avenue and climbed 
the pole to fix the wire, using a pair of heavy 
pincers. He did not take the precaution to put 
ov his rubber gloves, although they were in his 


coat pocket. While Corliss was at work on the 
pole Detective Myler, walking down Woodward- 
uvenue with Detective Tuttle, saw him drop his 
pincers and fall heavily against two of the wires, 
which sustained his weight and kept him from 
dropping to the ground. Corliss hung face 
downward upen the wires insensible and ap- 
parently dead. Detective Tuttle climbed the 
pole, but found it impossible to dislodge the 
body and bring it down single-handed, and in 
order to get the services of a hook and ladder 
eompany an alarm was turned in. In @ short 
time five engines and a hook and ladder com- 
pany arrived. Firemen scaled the pole, several 
ladders were put up, and 15 minutes after the 
accident occurred, Corliss’s inanimate form was 
taken down and carried to the Central drug 
store. There was a faint spark of life yet linger- 
ing, but it fled before Drs. F. W. Owen and Mc- 
Kinlock arrived. Not a single bruise or mark 
can be found on Corliss’s body to indicate the 
manner in which he met his death. Corliss had 
been in the employ of the company some time, 
and was considered a careful man. He was en- 
gaged to be married. When his body was car- 
ried into the drug store last night his fiancée by 
some strange chance was at the counter making 
some purchases. Her grief was most heartrend- 
ing and moved some of the spectators to tears.

That night he received from his ticket seller 
the percentage of the evening’s receipts under 
the contract with ‘‘ The Dark Secret” Company. 
The next day Mr, Vernam, of the Morton House, 
received a note trom him giving up the rooms 
he and his wife had occupied for two or three 
days and asking that his mail be sent to Bath, 
Long Island. The same day, it is said, payment 
was refused on his check representing the week- 
ly settlement with Mr. Douglas. Nothing has 
been seen of Mr. Murphy at the Academy since 
then. Wednesday afternoon Mr. Douglas in- 
structed John F,. Donnelly, who has been assist- 
ant manager, to fill Mr. Murphy’s place for the 
present.

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


THE BURDEN Is PILED ON NEW-YOR“ 


CITY AS USUAL. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 6.—At a meeting of 
the State Board of Equalization, held this morn- 
ing, the State Assessors submitted a report fix- 
ing the equalized valuation of Kings County at 
$337,459,300. Upon motion of Controller 
Chapin this sum was reduced $10,000,000 anda 
fixed at $327,459,300, as being more nearly just 
to the county. Tho increase of valuation in the 
State of real estate is $125,322,726, or .043,216 
percent. The State Assessors presented the 
statements of several counties relative to their 
increase or decrease in the total assessments in 


1886 as compared with those of 1885, in which 
they say: 


“The statute contemplates that the State As. 
sessors, having made themselves conversant with 
the facts concerning the assessments and true val- 
ues in all counties, shall 2unually report the same 
to the State Board of Equalization to the end that a 
just equalization may be arrived at. We therefore 
submit the following: 

“ The total assessed value of the real estate of the 
State upon which the next equalization is to be 
made is $3.025,229,788, being an increase for the 
year 1886 over 1885 of $125,330,726, or about 444 
percent. There is alsoan increase in the asseas- 
ment of personal property amounting to $11,115,- 
108, making an aggregate of personal property as- 
sessed of $345,898,4389. The counties showing in- 
creased assessments represent in some cases higher 
rates of assessments and in others actnal increase of 
property. There continues to be a general deprecia- 
tion of value of farm lands in the counties having 
smaller cities and large villages, so that while there 
isan actual increase in their cities and villages, it 
is fully set off by an actual decrease in the value of 
the surrounding land, while many of the counties 
having no cities or large villages have depreciated 
in value.” 

The equalized valuation of New-York County, 
real and personal, is fixed at $1,500,550,825, 
The assessed value of the real estate is fixed at 
$1,203,941.065, and of the personal estate at 
$176,8835,875. To the assessed value of the real 
estate the board added $119,725,885. The sev-s 
eral counties have increased or decreased their 
total assessments of realestate in the year 1886, 
as compared with the year 1885, as follows:

THE HAZEN 


TESTIMONY BEFORE THE LEGISLATIVE 
COMMITTEE. 


ConcorD, N. H., Oct. 6.—The House Ju-

$1,000. Witness spoke to Quimby afterward, 
saying he hoped witness and he would be on 
the same side. Witness understood he would 
get $1,000 if he voted for the bill. 

Alonzo B. Lang, of Alton, testified that Frank 
Jones, who knew the witness was an engineer, 
interviewed him about three weeks ago and 
wanted him to work for the Hazen bill, saying 
that witness could have a good job and $300 in 
addition. Witness refused to be bribed, and 
Jones disclaimed any such intention.

ECONOMY IN OHINA,

Since the late Emperor of China, T’ung 
Che, died, or “became a guest in heaven,” as 
the Celestial periphrasis puts it, happiness has 
not reigned in the imperial family. There is 
particularly a craze for economy on the part of 
one of the elder Princes, and this is as trying to 
the Empress Dowager as Lord Randoiph’s sacri- 
fice of a Chancellor of the Exchequer on the 
altar of economy has been to Lord G. Hamilton 


and Mr. Stanhope. She has been pushing on ex- 
tensive works on the Nan Hai pleasure grounds, 
but if on pleasure bent she has not been of frugal 
mind, fur these seem to have involved a policy 
of contracting foreign loans. In this coun- 
try a mistaken policy is not easily checked 
or reversed, and the economical Prince 
might whistle for a change of policy if he were 
here. He would have to get the votes of the ma- 
jority before he could affect the responsible 
Governors. In China, however, by means of a 
spring which touehes the emotions of the most 
exalted personages, and which we wonder has 
never attracted the attention of Messrs. Gil- 
bert and Suilivan, wonders can be worked. 
This spring is the intense veneration of the 
Chinese for the memory of their ancestors. The 
austere Fifth Prince played upon this theme, 

ointed to more economical reigns, and urged 
es Majesty to ‘‘ bethink herself of the memory 
of our forefathers." The memerialist added 
that, ‘‘ while prostrate,” he ‘submitted these 
thoughts intears.” This, in vulgar parlance, 
“ worked the oracle.” Her Majeaty, “ recalling 
to mind the memory of her son, the lamented 
Tung Che, wept bitterly,” and forthwith ‘ di- 
rected that the works at Nan-Hai and Pei-Hai

One of them, in a lettertoa Sao 
Paulo paper, gravely insists that the present 
crop will not exeeed 1,000,000 bags for Rio and 
800,000 for Santos. As the stocks in the two 
markets are now nearly 650,000 bags it must be 
that very little coffee remains on the planta- 

ions. 
’ The exodus of Sio Paulo and Minas planters 
toward the newly discovered districts in the 
west of Sio Paulo is attracting much attention. 
We hear that foreign immigrants are being sent 
to the ew plantations under contracts to plant 
coffee, for which the landlords will pay 400 reals 
per tree when 3 years old. Meanwhile the immi- 
grants can grow what they please in the coffee 
tields.

ORVID NOT ALLOWED TO RUN 
FOR THE MONEY. 

JOCKEY LITTLEFIELD, THROWN FROM 
RUPERT'S BACK, HAS A VERY NAR- 
ROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH, 

A very satisfactory change mdde at the 
races at Jerome Park yesterday, and one that 
thoroughly pleased the public, was making the 
finishes of all the races in front of the grand 
RK: stand, and where neither the jockeys or the pub- 
; lio could make any mistake as to the finishing 
f point. Every one appreciated the change, and 
had a good word for the management in conse- 
‘ quence. There were no-disputes about results 

to mar the pleasure of the day’s really good 
sport, and the only unpleasant incidents were 

i the swindle practiced on the public by the own- 

i ers of Orvid, who didn’t win the opening race 

because the horse is to be saved fora race next 
: week, and the tumble of Rupert in the Manhat- 
tan Handicap, which came very near resulting 
in Jockey Littletield’s death. 
Although McLaughlin had two mounts and 
Garrison one, neither won a race, and so the 
score of the rivals remains the same as it was at 
the conclusion of Wednesday’s racing. Church, 
the light weight of Capt. Sam Brown’s stable, 

: was the lucky jockey yesterday,and won three of 

the four races in which he rode, showing that in 


the light-weight contingent he is about as dan- 
gerously clever a jockey as his stable companion 
Garrison is among the heayy weights, When he 

¥ is thoroughly himself and rides to win he 1s both 

E skillful, dashing, and competent, and his riding 
this year shows that in the future he will be 
among the leading jockeys of the country if he 
willdecide to adopt even moderately correct 
habits, There’s good stuif in him; that’s cer- 
tain. : 

The day opened with a sensation and a delib- 
erate ewindie, The sensation was caused by a 

fuss about Tarbouche, who, in the originally an- 

‘ nounced weights, was entered as elizible to run 

k the mile race at 99 pounds, At that weight Mr. 
Belmont was willing to run her, but just before 
the race her weight was aunounced as 106 
pounds, and then President Belmont insisted 
upon scratching his filly. That news went to 
the betting ring, and created consternation there 
among those whe had backed Tarbouche te win. 
Ali bets on her were declared off. Finally, 
finding that even the President of a club 
couldn’t scratch his horse for a race after the 
proper hour for doing it without creating a 
scandal, Mr. Belmont consented to start his 
filly. That put an end to the sensation. It also 
made all the bets declared off stand as made. 

The swindle came in the racing. When the 
odds were first marked up onthe bookmakers’ 
boards Orvid was made an equal favorite with 
Flageoletta. Then came the news to the in- 
ner circle of betting men and bookmakers that 
Orvid wasn’t out for the money and would not 
make an attempt to win. The fact that Mec- 
Carthy wasriding her was ample proof that if 
she wasn’t out to win she wouldn’t be urged .to 
doso. The public knew nothing of the swindle 

‘ and so they plunged on Orvid in spite of the fact 

j that the odds kept growing larger against her. 
Flageoletta was pounced onas the good thing 
then, but Stockton and Larbouche were also 
heavily backed. When the race was run 
the swindle with Orvid was perfectly 
apparent, for MeCarthy never made her 
try to win the race, and she, far and away 
the speediest sprinter in the race, brought up in 
the rear of a lot of horses that she could beat 
without much of an effort had she tried. Stock- 
ton, who got a trifle the best of tne start, ran in 
front all through the serpentine journey. Ban- 
ner Bearer ran in second place unti} the head of 
the stretch was reached, when Flageoletta 
coming up from near the rear with a rush over- 
took and passed him and finished second, a 
length behind Stockton and in front of Banner 
Bearer, who beat Tarbouche across the line by a 
head, Then came Florence M., Theodosius, Or- 
vid, and Touche Pas as named. No netice was 
taken by the judges of McCarthy’s suspicious 

- riding of Orvid. 

The Champagne Stakes, at three-quarters of 4 
mile, brought eight 2-year-olds to the post, of 
which King Crab was made the favorite, and a 
hot one, too, the money being fairly showered 
into the boxes on him. The race was not to the 
favorite this time, but was won by a rank out- 
sider, Mr. Withers’s filly, by Uncas, out of Ca- 
dence, who, after the race, was christened Cas- 
cade. A very handsome little filly she is, tov, 
and deserving of as pretty 4 name as that given 
her. She ran second to Mr. Belmont's Peeress 
until just at the end of the race, when she went 
upto the frontand remained there tothe end. 
When Peeress was passed by Cascade she gave 
up the race and Fordham and Blithesome had a 
rushing race for the place, which the former 
finally got by a half length, being beaten by 
Cascade by the same distance. King Crab, who 
was ridden by Shauer, could do no better than 
get fourth place, and Peeress, who had started 
ont in front, ended in the rear. 

But five of the horses entered for the Manhat- 
tan Handicap came to the post for the run of a 
mile and a quarter, These were Volante, Eurus, 
Lady Primrose, Rupert, and Richmond, who 
were fancied as namedin the betting. An un- 
“fortunate accident early in the race disposed of 
‘Rupert's chances in the race and shook up Fred 
Littlefield, his rider, so badly that for an hour 
or 89 it was feared he was fatally injured. The 
horses had but just got well in motion when 
Littlefield tried to get Rupert, who was in the 

. rear, intoa goud position next the rails. It is 
supposed that the horse, when he broke his 
stride, got his forelegs tangled up in 
some way, for just as he reached the 
railahe stumbled, pitched forward head first, 
and went down asif he had beenshot. Littie- 
tield was thrown over {the animal’s head, and, 
striking on his back, was stunned and lay like a 
dead boy on the track, It looked as if Rupert 
rojied over the boy in his struggle to rise, but 
this was probably not the case, for no bones 
were broken and no internal injuries sustained 
by the unfortunate jockey. He was badly 
stunned, that was all, and an hour or so after- 
ward recovered consciousness and was able to 
sit up in bed and taik with his father and brother 
and with the physicians whom Mr. Galway had 
sent to look after him. But he hada very nar- 
row escape from a horrible death. 

After the accident and the removal of Little- 
fiela from the track the crowd turned its atten- 
tion totheracers. Richmond was plowing away 
in front of the quartet left. with Eurus, Lady 
Primrose, and Volante following him, And so 
they ran until the home stretch was reached, 
There both Eurus and Lady Primrose were sent 
up from the rear to make the final brush. And 
a cracking good one it proved to be. Aftera 
sharp neck-and-neck struggle Lady Primrose 
won by ahalf lengthfrom Eurus, with Volante 
close to the latter’s flank and Richmond, who 
git at the end of a mile and an eighth, bringing 
up the rear. 

Church won his third race of the dayin the 
handicap of a mile and & sixteenth, in which he 
guided Bradford to victory. After Rosalind and 
Roi d’Or had run alternately in the lead to and 
around Picnic Hill, Church sent Bradford into 
the lead and he held that place to the end, beat- 
ing Rosalind at the finish by a length quite 
handily, the latter two lengths in front of Royal 
Arch, who was inueh fancied for the race and on 
whom Garrison worked desperately to at least 
xet a place. Roi d'Or, Boaz, and Grisette 
brought up the rear, the latter being utterly un- 
able to keep the commanding place she once 
had in the race. 

Nellie Van and her rider, Kane, had all they 
could do to win the selling race at seven fur- 
longs, for Miss Mouse started out in front of the 

arty of 13 starters as if she would do what she 

as several times in the past—make a runaway 
race of it. But just at the end Nellie Van, Arm- 
strong, and Phil Lee came with a rush, and with 
Miss Mouse had a lively race for the prize. Nel- 
lie Van gotit by a half length from Armstrong, 
who wasthe same distance in front of Miss 
Mouse, with Phil Lee a close fourth and the 
rest strung out, After the race ‘ Snapper’ Gar- 
Tison bought the mare from Mr. Barrett for 
$1,200, but the horse had to be put up at auc- 
tion. A number of other horsemen wanted her, 
aud Garrison had to bid against them to get the 
mare, which was finally knocked dewn to him at

A TALK WITH SIR CHARLES TUPPER- 

St. Jonn’s, Newfoundland, Oct. 6.—Sir 
Charles Tupper, Canadian High Commissioner, 
arrived: here to-day by the steamer Nova 8co- 
lian, He informed a representative of the As- 
sociated Press that his visit had nothing to do 
with the union of Newfoundland and the Do- 
minion, and said that all reports to the contrary 
were without foundation. ‘Iam simply on my 
way to Canada,” he said, ‘‘to protest against 
being unseated for alleged malpractice at the 


recent election there. My eolicitor in Canada 
has informed me that the trial in eonnection 
with tho election will come off on Monday, and 
if I had waited for the direct boat to Canada I 
might possibly have been tvo late for the trial, 
Under these circumstances 1 decided to come by 
way of St. John’s to assure iayself of being in 
time. It would be unnecessary to deny that 
Canada is willing to take Newfoundland into the 
confederation. But we do not wish to push the 
colony in against her will. Our desireis to have 
one solid and undivided British Nerth America.” 
Sir Charles said Newfoundland would not be 
asked to send a Fisheries Commissioner to Wash- 
ington—at least that was not the original inten- 
tion. Sir Johu Macdonald, who he thinks is the 
ablest statesman in British America, will repre- 
sent Canada on the commission. Sir Charles 
leaves in the steamer to-morrow for Ottawa.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, warmer, fair weather, 
followed by rain, southerly winds. 





It is evidently a very great advantage for 
any county in this State to have a repre- 
sentative on the Board of Equalization. 
This board, which consists of the State As- 
sessors and several of the executive officers 
of the State, has just completed what it 
ealls the process of equalizing the assessed 
value of real estate among the several coun- 
ties. Real estate is notoriously assessed at 
ahigh valuation in this city compared to 
that of other counties, but the board has 
added the enormous amount of $119,725,- 
885 to this valuation, considerably more 
than half the additions made for the whole 
State, which are offset by deductions in 
other counties. But New-York has no 
representative on the Board of Equaliza- 
tion. Kings County has shared in this 
outrage in past years, but Controller 
CHAPIN is a member of the _ board, 
and has succeeded in getting $22,909,788 
off from the valuation for State purposes 
this year. Monroe County, the hothe of 
Secretary of State Cooxk,also a member of 
the board, receives the benefit of a deduc- 
tion of $26,828,186, or just about one 
fourth of the whole valuation. Lieut.- 
Gov. JONES is a member of the board, 
and his county of Broome has a reduction 
of $9,029,647, nearly a third of the whole. 
Cattaraugus, the county of State Assessor 
Woop, has a reduction of $7,011,818, also 
about a third. Jefterson the county of State 
Assessor ELis, gets a reduction of $7,725,- 
998, more than one-fourth of the whole. It 
would be hard to find any principle on which 
this equalization of assessed values is based, 
except that of favoring the counties repre- 
sented on the board, and piling the burden of 
State taxation on the city of New-York, 
whose localexpendituresare also constantly 
increased by authority of the State Legis- 
lature. 


A great hay crop has been gathered this 
year, but the finest and tallest grass in this 
region is that which grew under the feet of 
the Cleveland members oi the Democratic 
State Committee while they were slowly 
and heavily deliberating about the Chair- 
manship. 


It was a foregone conclusion that the re- 
ports of the American Board’s committees 
would be sustained at Springfield, for in the 
large assembly of ministers at the conven- 
tion less than 170 can vote upon any qnes- 
tion. These voters are corporate members 
of the board, and by them the committces 
were created. The vote of 110 to 19 against 
referring to church councils cases like those 
of the young men who have been rejected 
represents, therefore, the relative strength 
of the two factions in this corpora- 
tion and not necessarily their relative 
strength in the Congregational churches. 
The opponents of the proposed use of 
councils probably outnumber the advo- 
cates of the same in the churches; but if 
the council party be a minority it includes 
some of the strongest minds and most emi- 
nent men in the denomination. It includes 
men who do not accept the probation idea 
éven as a hypothesis. The conservative 
majority of the corporate members well 
know that if councils should be used their 
policy with regard to applicants who do 
not reject the probation theory would fre- 
quently be reversed, so far as councils 
could bring about such a change. This 
policy they are determined to maintain. 

Sf the delegates who met in “Albany yes- 
terday and issued a platform for the ‘ Per- 
sonal Liberty Party” can influence as many 
votes as they claim to control, the ques- 
tion of Sunday beer is likely to have

members of German societies who insist 
thatit is right and proper to sell beer and 
wine on the Sabbath, and demand a change 
in the excise law which will permit the 
opening of the saloons between certain 
hours on that day. Their proposed mode of 
action is to vote only for candidates 
who will pledge themselves to favor the 
adoption of such a provision of law, and 
it-can be easily seen that if the movers of 
this programme can really unite the Ger- 
man vote in such a manner as to carry out 
their scheme they stand a good chance of 
succeeding in electing a considerable num- 
ber of members of the Legislature pledged 
to authorize the sale of beer on Sunday. 
The ‘‘ Personal Liberty Party” threatens to 
introduce a new element into the politics of 
the State.

It would be strange if, asa recent rumor 
represents, the Czar should now favor the 
candidacy of Prince WALDEMAR for the 
Bulgarian throne, after having opposed it 
when that youth was actually chosen. The 
rumor that this tardy change of view has 
occurred probably grew out of the Czar’s 
protracted visit to Copenhagen, it being 
supported also by the family relations 
subsisting between the ruling houses of 
Russia and Denmark. It is further evident 
that it would be somewhat less of a rebuif 
to Bulgaria to submit to the substitution of 
Prince WALDEMAR for Prince FERDINAND 
than to the substitution of any one else, 
since WALDEMAR was the earlier choice of 
the Sobranje. But it would place the 
Danish Prince ina most vufortunate posi- 
tion to have first declined the honor and 
then to have accepted it—in one case at the 
beck of his father and in the other at that 
of his imperial brother-in-law. But there 
is little credence to be putin the rumor, 
since the real objection of Russia to the 
selections hitherto made has related to the 
manner of the choice in a Sobranje to which 
Roumelian delegates were admitted. 

THAT ADDITIONAL INSPECTOR. 

Whatever may be the intent and purport 
of the law providing for an additional in- 
spector of election for each election district, 
itis pretty certain that the act of JoHN J. 
O’BRIEN in swearing in the list of the 
United Labor Party, without authority 
from the Police Board was illegal and of 
no effect. It was a brazen defiance of the 
authority of the Commissioners, whose sub- 
ordinate he is, if not a contempt of the 
court to which the question of the duty of 
the Commissioners in the premises has been 
referred. Certainly Mr. O’BrRIEN has no 
right to take the matter out of the hands of 
the court and decide the question for it or 
in any way to forestall its action. 

The act of the Legislature amending the 
law with reference to the appointment and 
duties of inspectors of election was clumsily 
drawn, and the amendment inserted on its 
passage through the Assembly was ambign- 
ously worded, possibly on purpose and with 
the intention of evading the necessity of 
action by the full Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. Section 1,850 of the Consolidated 
act, the one amended, declares that ‘‘ all in- 
spectors of election and poll clerks in the 
city and county of New-York shall here- 
after be selected and appointed by the 
Board of Police,” and in this respect it was 
left unchanged. It also provides that the 
two of the regular four inspectors who are 
to represent the party ‘in political minor- 
ity on State issues” shall be ‘named solely” 
by such Commissioner or Commissioners 
as are representatives of such political 
minority. It has always been the under- 


standing of the law and the practice that | 


those “‘named” for the minority by one or 
two Commissioners, as the case may be, 
should receive their actual appointment 
from the board, as is plainly required by 
the opening words of the section. The 
amendment providing for the additional 
inspector says that ‘‘it shall be the duty of 
said Board of Police to appoint for each 
election district in said city and county one 
further and additional inspector,” &c., but 
it adds further along, ‘‘the inspectors of 
election appointed to represent said polit- 
ical party or organization shall be ap- 
pointed solely by such Commissioner or 
such of the Commissioners of Police in said 
board as the Chairman and Secretary of 
the organization of said political party in 
said city shall designate.” Here is where 
the crafty work of those amending the bill 
came in and the source of all the dispute 
and trouble. 

Buta jumble of this kind, whether it is 
a trick or a blunder, will hardly be permit- 
ted to interfere with the general purpose 
and meaning of the law. The words, ‘‘shall 
be appointed solely by such Commissioner,” 
é&c., are evidently inconsistent with the 
previous statement that ‘‘it shall be the 
duty of said Board of Police” to make the 
appointments. It is also inconsistent with 
the language at the beginning of the sec- 
tion, declaring that ‘‘all inspectors of elec- 
tion” shall be “‘selected and appointed by 
the Board of Police.” The Chief of the 
Bureau of Elections has nothing whatever 
to do with the appointment of inspect- 
ors, his sole duty in connection there- 
with being to notify and swear 
in those whom the Board of Police has ap- 
pointed. It is to be further noted that they 
must receive certificates of appointment 
‘**from the Board of Police,” and those en- 
titled to certificates are described in the 
law as those who have been “ nonrinated, 
approved, and sworn into office,” clearly 
implying that the naming by a single Com- 
missioner is only a ‘“ nominating,” which 
must be ‘* approved” by the board. The 
law construed as a whole is tolerably clear, 
and the phrase

is used in amendment, must be con-

The United Labor 
Party, which now claims the inspectors, was 
not organized until several weeks after the 
election, and did not after its organization 
and does not now include by many thou- 
sands all those who voted for the George 
ticket. Some thousands of them are in the 
Irving Hall organization, some other thou- 
sands are in the Progressive Labor Party, 
formed only a few weeks ago, and still other 
thousands probably have gone back to the 
parties to which they previously belonged. 
The fact is that there is no ‘ political party 
or organization ” now existing outsideof the 
Democratic and Republican Parties which at 
the last municipal election cast for its can- 
didates for any office fifty thousand votes 
and upwards, and therefore none that is en- 
titled to the additional inspectors. 





SHARP’S THIRD STAY. 

The persistence of Judge RUGER’s “‘ grave 
doubts” as to the legality of JacoB SHARP’S 
conviction is doing more to bring the crim- 
inal law into contempt and confusion than 
the ‘‘ assaults” of the press upon the 
judiciary, about which we have heard 
so much, will do during the next 
century. In granting yesterday ‘‘a cer- 
tificate of grave doubt,” which works 
a stay in SHARP’S case until his appeal has 
been heard and decided by the Court of Ap- 
peals, Chief-Judge RuGER remarked that 
the point about which he had the greatest 
doubt was the admission in SHARP’s trial 
of his testimony before the Senate Com- 
mittee. 

To that point Judge DANIELS, of the 
General Term, devoted all his learning and 
much time and patient research. He con- 
sidered the arguments for and against the 
admissibility of this evidence to the extent 
of some ten thousand words in his recent 
opinion, examining all the _ statutes 
bearing upon it, and reviewing the 
adjudged cases in New-York and 
other States. And he reached the conclu- 
sion that this point did not furnish any suf- 
ficient ground for setting aside the verdict 
of the lower court, and Judge DANIELS, 
Judge VAN BRUNT, Judge Brapy, and 
Judge BARTLETT concurred in the opin- 
ion that no error prejudicial to the de- 
fendant”’ occurred in the trial, and that 
“the jury were justified in arriving 
at the result which they reached.” 
These four Judges are eminent for 
their learning and experience. They had 
studied the case attentively. But their 
opinion affects the mind of Chief-Judge 
RUGER no more than the idle wind or a 
fool’s babbling. After devoting to the case 
perhaps one-tenth of the time which the 
Judges of the General Term devoted to it, 
he allows his “grave doubts” to override 
their deliberate finding, and decrees that 
SHARP shall not go to prison pending the 
decision of the highest court upon questions 
which have nothing to do with his guilt or 
innocence, but are at best only technical. 
This is construing the law ‘‘in favor of the 
liberty of the subject” with a vengeance. 

The effect of Judge RUGER’s action is, of 
course, to extend and confirm the opinion, 
already prevalent to a disquieting degree, 
that the operation of the judicial mind is 
attended with no more precision than the 
operation of throwing dice, and that the law 
is at best but a kaleidoscupe which yields a 
new and different result to every hand that 
shakes it. It adds force, also, to the other 
belief now pretty well fixed in the public 
mind that the case of the blackest criminal 
is never hopeless until he is bankrupt. 


THE GORMAN RING. 

The fight which the Gorman ring is mak- 
ing for life in Maryland is not unlike that 
which was waged in its last days by the 
Tweed ring in this city. There ismuch the 
same desperation and there is some resem- 
blance in methods. General blackguarding 
of every one, especially every Democrat, 
who dares to take up arms against the 
ring; a deep solicitude through all ring 
circles, and particularly in the ring organs 
lest the ‘fair fame” of the city shall be in- 
jured and its business driven away; close 
and unscrupulous organization to commit 
fraud upon the ballot box, either before or 
during the election, and especially the en- 
listment of ruffianly leaders from among the 
desperate members of the criminal classes to 
carry out the purposes of the ring and to 
overawe the citizens who venture to as- 
sert their rights—these are’ the features of 
the contest in Maryland, which will recall 
the struggle made by the Tweed ring then 
backed by the Democratic organization. 

Nor is the position of parties unlike that 
which prevailed in New-York. The Repub- 
lican Party in Baltimore and in Maryland, 
as it was in the city and State of New-York, 
is the organization naturally relied on to 
lead in an attempt at reform, but there as 
here the Republicans have not been with- 
out some participation in the corruption of 
thering. Every one who had to do with the 
tight here will remember that curious prod- 
uct of the time, the ‘‘Tammany Repub- 
lican,” and how he was even more difficult 
to deal with than the undisguised and out- 
spoken member or partisan of the Tweed 
gang. In the same way we find in Mary- 
land Gorman Republicans ready to aid the 
chiefs of the Democratic organization act- 
ively or indirectly, from sympathy as from 
gratitude, and this not very savory element 
of Republicanism is sustained and repre- 
sented outside by those eminent star route 
persons, Messrs. RoBERT G. INGERSOLL and 
STEPHEN B. ELKINs. 

The Gorman men in Baltimore, who con- 
trel the politics of the State, are very confi- 
deat that they will win at least one more 
round in the long struggle. Some dozen of 
their inspectors of election have been tried 


| and condemned for fraudulent action, and 


nearly every reputable lawyer in the city 
has enlisted to watch the registration and 
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expose Violations of the law. The Reform 
League hopes to be able practically to clean 
the registration books of the names of illegal 
voters and to secure the registration of 
those legal voters whose names have been 
stricken off. But the Gorman men have ab- 
solute control of the ballot boxes and of the 
machinery of elections onthe day of election 
and for the canvass. Herein lies their 
strength, and they haveperpetrated with im- 
punity so many andso heinous crimes on the 
suffragein the past, thatthey count on being 
able to pull through once more at least. It 
is very necessary for them to do so. Not 
only their control of the city and State pat- 
ronage and of the Legislature depends on 
victory, but also their standing in the 
national organization. If they are over- 
thrown this Fall on the plain issue of 
honesty against fraud, they cannot expect 
to retain their influence with the National 
Administration or the offices which have 
been given them as the avowed pledge of 
that influence, or the prestige they have en- 
joyed in the National Conventions. We con- 
fess that, deep as is our sympathy with the 
ring-ridden people of Maryland, we shall 
not rejoice the less in their success in over- 
throwing their oppressors, because in doing 
so they will rid the National Administration 
of one of the worst burdens it has chosen 


to assume. 
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TWO STAND WITH THE MORMONS. 

When the annnai report of the Utah Com- 
mission was received by the Interior De- 
partment a few days ago it bore the signa- 
tures of only three Commissioners. The 
opinions expressed in it had not met the 
approval of Commissioners McCLERNAND 
and CARLTON. The abstract of the report 
which was furnished to the press does not 
show that the paper contained many ex- 
pressions of opinion. The majority declared 
that the operation of the Edmunds law had 
been beneficial, and commended the activity 
of the officers who had tried to enforce its 
provisions. It is not probable that the dis- 
senting members were unwilling to say as 
much asthis. But the majority also charac- 
terized the statehood movementas “an effort 
to free the Mormon Church from the toils 
which the firm attitude of the Government 
and the energetic course of the Federal of- 
ficers have thrown around it.” The major- 
ity opposes this movement. It is with re- 
gard to this matter that Commissioners 
McCLERNAND and CARLTON disagree with 
their associates. This is shown by Commis- 
sioner MCCLERNAND’S explanation, which 
we published on Wednesday. 

The minority members of the commission 
hold that the Mormons are acting in good 
faith. Probably they will say in their dis- 
senting report that the Mormons should be 
allowed to erect a State upon the Constitu- 
tion which they have framed. 

But where isthe evidence that polygamy 
would be renounced and that polygamists 
would be prosecutéd to conviction if the 
duty of prosecuting them should be trans- 
ferred to Mormon officers, courts, and juries? 
Can it be found in the numerous prosecu- 
tions for polygamous cohabitation now in 
progress in Utah? Is it seen in the refusal 
of many defendants reeently on trial to 
promise that they would obey the laws in the 
future? Isit furnished by the fact that sixty- 
seven men of Utah have with the assistance 
and sanction of the Mormon Church entered 
into polygamous relations in the last twelve 
months? Is it afforded by the attitude of 
the church and its organs toward the enforce- 
ment of the anti-polygamy laws? Does the 
persistent refusal of Mormon Legislatures 
in the past to enact laws against polygamy, 
or even lawsthat would reveal the evidence 
of polygamous marriages, indicate that 
Mormon Legislatures hereafter will turn a 
sharp corner and proceed in an opposite 
direction? Is the evidence found in the 
fact that even now, under Federal laws, 
guilty defendants cannot be convicted of 
polygamy because proof of the polygamous 
marriage is withheld? 

The majority members—Messrs. GODFREY, 
WILLIAMS, and THomMas—say: ‘‘ The Mor- 
mon leaders and their obedient followers 
have made no concessions to the supremacy 
of the national laws, and the issue is 
squarely maintained between assumed rev- 
elations andthe Jaws of theland.” Can 
the dissenting Commissioners show that 
this is not true? 


It will be observed that Count MITKIE- 
wicz also disbelieves the report that the 
Chinese Government has withdrawn the 
concessions made to him. He does not go 
so far as Mr. WHARTON BARKER, who inti- 
mates that if China has really rescinded its 
concessions he will wrap himself in the 
American flag and call upon the Govern- 
ment of his country to protect him. It is 
extremely unlikely that the Government 
will respond to this call or that Secretary 
WHITNEY will be required to borrow a 
tug in order to browbeat the Chinese, 
especially since the reason alleged for the 
withdrawal of the concession is the “op- 
position of the treaty powers.” Nobody is 
obliged to accept this explanation. The 
fact probably is that the Pekin Aldermen 
granted the franchise, intending that the 
grant should be enforced; but when the 
terms of the grant were made known pub- 
lic indignation prevented the ‘‘ deal” from 
being carried out. With every desire to 
oblige Mr. BARKER and Count MITKIEWICZ, 
the Pekin Alderman will scarcely carry his 
complaisance so far as to risk a term in 
Sang Sang.

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GIFTS TO SYRACUSE UNIVERSITY. 
From the Syracuse Standard, Oct, 4. 

The Rev. John M. Reid, D. D.. of New- 
York, and wife were the donors of the Von 
Ranke library to Syracuse University. As early 
as 1877 Dr. Reid gave the university, under a 
pledge of secrecy, $5,000 with which to pur- 
chase books. At that time Dr. Bennett en- 


deavored to obtain the Von Ranke library, 
though failing. Ten years later the desired re- 
sult was accomplished. The friepds of the uni- 
versity will be gratified to learn of a new gift to 
that institution just made, which amounts to 
$50,000. About six months ago he was very 
sick for several weeks, and formed the be- 
lief that in case of his death his will 
would surely be contested. Accordingly on 
his recovery he disposed of his property and on 
Saturday Chancellor Sims received the bonds 
aud mortgages from the donor. The conditions 
of the gift, in addition to secrecy, are that the 
donor shall receive an annuity during bis life- 
time from the university, 6 per cent. interest on 
the principal, and that at the death of the donor 
the annuity shall be used each year in the pur- 
chase of new books of current literature, the de- 
sign being to supplemeut the Von Ranke library 
with modern works. The principal is to be kept 
intact. Chancellor Sims has received letters 
from a gentleman expressing the desire to endow 
a lectureship in the university. The lectureship 
in Theistic Science, formed by Mrs. J. Dorman 
Steele, will next year be transformed into a 
chair of Theistic Science,and the new lectureship 
will probably consist of series of popular lect- 
ures. The Chancellor’s desire is that the 
endowment shall be sufficient, not only 
to establish the lectureship, but to allow 
the printing of from 2,000 to 2,500 copies of the 
lectures to be sent to all the Principals of high 
schools in the State of New-York, and to ail 
the clergymen of the State who have salaries of 
less than $800 per year. The present aim of the 
university is to obtain funds sufficient for the 
library building. A plain, substantial structure 
can be erected for from $35,000 to $40,000 as 
proposed. A fine edifice, one that would do 
credit to the city and the other university build- 
ings, could be erected for $50,000. It is one of 
the conditions by which the Von Ranke library 
wus secured that the building for its reception 
shall be completed by Nov. 1, 1888. Already 
$9,000 have been subscribed. The list of donors 
include J. D. Archbold, of New-York City, 
$2,500; George P. Folks, of Herkimer, $1,000; 
Chancellor C. N. Sims, $1,000; Peter Burns, 
$1,000; J. F. Pease & Co., $1,500; Frank His- 
cock, $500; J. B. Brooks, $500; Judge G. F. 
Comstock, $500, and possibly $1,000. 
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THE LATEST QUEER BOSTON 
From the Boston Post. 

A new charity scheme here in Boston, the 

latest social fad, is known as “ The Cheerful 

Letter Exchange,” anda friend who cultivates 

social Boston tells me how itis worked. A lady 


obtains the addresses of several ‘* poor, but re- 
spectable,” women and girls residing in the dis- 
tant West, which she distributes among the 
young women of her acquaintance in her social 
set, Each young woman then writes to the per- 
sons whose addresses she has received and offers 
to exchange bright and cheery letters. In most 
instances the proposal is accepted with grati- 
tude, and thus many letters, books, and papers 
are sent out of Boston homes of cultivation and 
leisure to give pleasure and amusement in pre- 
sumed to be less favored homes. I agree with 
my friend that it must be a very difficult task to 
maintain a ‘cheerful correspondence” with 
persons about whom one knows nothing, and 
that an occasional dollar bill tucked into a letter 
would be to many of those at the other end of 
the linc more “ cheerful” than the Hoston girls’ 
chatter, charming and perhaps learned as that 
might be. The scheme, however, has this ad- 
vantage: It affords harmless occupation to 
young women of leisure here in Boston who de- 
sire to be charitable in a sentimental and com- 
fortable way. 
THE FREE LUNCH. 
From the New-Orleans Times- Democrat. 

New-Orleans is the birthplace of the free 
lunch. Here it sprang into life; here it reached 
its highest perfection; here it survives to-day. 
The free lunch was a part of our early commer- 


cial development. Years ago, when New-Orleans 
had no Cotton Exchange, Chamber of Commerce, 
or similar body, its merchants transacted their 
business on the streets, on the levee, or in the 
barrooms. The fatter became really commer- 
cial exchanges, and actually took the name of 
exchange, which many of them keep to this day, 
and the free lunch was provided so that two 
merchants transacting business could do it over 
a plate of soup or a piece of roast beef. The free 
lunch became an institution here, and has re- 
mained ever since; and to-day it is far more gen- 
eral and usually of a far higher grade than those 
‘*the future great city” of America can boast of. 
It spread from here to St, Louis and to one or 
two other Southern towns, but it was never pop- 
ular in the North, and never got much beyond 
crackers and cheeses

THEY WANI SUNDAY BEER. 


GERMANS ASKED TO VOTE FOR NO MA 
OPPOSING IT. 


ALBANY, Oct. 6.—The Personal Liberty 
Party entered the field of politics to-day with a 
full State organization, and prepared to take a 
hand in the coming election. The movement 
originated among the German societies in the 
larger cities, who felt that the customs and 
habits peculiar to their race and generally ob- 
served in the fatherland were interfered with 
by the strict enforcement of the Sunday laws. 
Mayor Hewitt’s admission that he thought the 


saloons and beer gardens might without harm 
be opened at certain hours on Sunday after- 
noous gave impetus to the discussion, and 
has led to an organized effort to secure the 
amendment of the laws so as to rinit the 
opening of the saloons between 2 P. M. and mid- 
night on Sundays. There were about 150 dele- 
gates present af the State Convention to-day, 
representing according to the Secretary’s figures 
78,836 members of German societies. It is the 
purpose of this organization to devote its ener- 
gies to securing the election of Senators and 
Assemblymen who favor a ‘continental’ Sun- 
day. All candidates who refuse to express their 
willingness to vote for the desired change in 
the Sunday laws will be stoutly opposed. Al- 
though it claims to be non-partisan, it is ru- 
mored that Frederick Cook, the Democratic can- 
didate for Secretary of State, who is Vice-Presi- 
dentof the Bartholomew Brewing Company, 
willendeayor touse the party to advance his 
interests. 

John Otto Hundt, of New-York, in calling the 
Assembly to order, remarked that Germans who 
have had their social gatherings and beer on 
Sunday afternoons since their youth could not 
easily conform to the Sunday laws, which took 
their national drink from them. Lonis Alle- 
gewahr was chosen Chairman of the convention. 
A set of resvintions was adopted ealling on all 
Germans to vote against any candidate for the 
Legislature who does not pledge himself-to fa- 
vor a modification of the excise law so as to per- 
mit the opening of the saloons at certain hours 
on Sunday, and the convention adjourned. 


THE CHOCTAW NATION. 


ANNUAL MESSAGE OF PRINCIPAL CHIEP 
M’KINNEY. 
EvFravta, Indian Territory, Oct. 6—The 
annual message of Principal Chief Thompson ~ 
McKinney, of the Choctaw Nation, containsa 
variety of interesting matter. The chief recom- 
“mends the members of the council to watch 
carefully the net proceeds claim, amounting to 
$2,858,792, allowed the Choctaw Nation by the 
United States Supreme Court, and to see that 
the interests of the nation and of individual 


claimants are secured. In viewof the rapid ad- 
vance made by the Choctaw Nation in agriecult- 
ure, stock raising, and the domestic arts, legis- 
lation is recommended creating a royalty to the 
nation from large pastures, some of which are 
greaterin extent than 5,000 acres. The chief 
also says in this connection; 


“Some of our citizens have much more land in 
cultivation than would be their share if the country 
was equally divided. 1 would, therefore, suggest 
thatan act be passed allowing each citizen a cer- 
tain amount of land for farming purposes, aud thata 
royalty be exacted by the nation upon every acre 
over and above the limitation.” 

Dealing with the land in severalty law the 
message Says: 

me ‘ in receipt of information that a movement 
is on foot under the auspices of the ‘Indian De- 
iense Association,’ (with headquarters at Washing- 
ton. D.C.,) to test the in severalty law passed last 
Spring by Congress. This association is composed 
of the most prominent men inthe United States. I 
am informed that the sum of $5,000 is, or will be 
necessary to bring the Jand in severalty law before 
the proper judicial tribunal in order to testit. I 
would suggest that you give this matter serions and 
earne*t consideration, and should you conclude that 
the exigencies of the times demand it, I would rec- 
ommend an act appropriating such a sum as you 
think would be our pro rata of this expense.”

WHAT THE GOVERNOR SAID. 
Washington Letter to the Philadelphia Record, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 

Thompson was formerly Governor of South 
Carolina, and might therefore be supposed to 
know more or less about that famous remark of 
the Governor of North Carolina. He said to me 
the other day that it was marvelous how far 
that remark had traveled. During his long tour 


of inspection among the lighthouses and life- 
saving stations on the great lakes this Summer 
he heard of it in the most unexpected ways and 
iaces. “Why.” he continued, “one day Mr. 
Kimball (the Superintendent of the Life Saving 
Service) and I went ashore at a little village 
to get shaved. We found a barber's shop 
and two inquisitive barbers. The one 
who shaved me asked questiors about my 
journeyings until he found out that I was from 
Washington, and then he asked me whether I 
had a place in any of the departments. I told 
him I bad, but aid not tell nim what it was, and 
he did not think it well to pursue the subject. 
He got through before the other barber, and I 
told Kimball as I surrendered my chair to an 
old countryman that I woula wait for him out- 
side. No sooner had I gene than my barber 
asked Kimball who I was. ‘That was Gov. 
Thompson, of South Carolina,’ he said, ‘now 
Assistant Secretary of the ‘lreasury.’ With that 
the old farmer rose up in his chair, all lathered 
as he was, and said: * Do you suppose he would 
tell me what it was the Governor of North Caro- 
lina said tohim?’” TI asked Gov. Thompson who 
those famons Governors were, and just what oc- 
curred at their famous meeting. He said that hedid 
not know them by name, and that the story was 
old when he was born. The tradition was that 
the Governor of North Carolina in the good old 
days when prohibition was not dreamed of 
journeyed, on horseback of course, to make a 
formal call on the Governor of South Carolina. 
The latter had a jugful of liquor in the house at 
the time, and for some inexplicabie reason 
could get no more. When his distinguished 
guest arrived he sat the jug out on the table and 
invited the Governor of North Carolina to make 
himself at home. The guest drank copiousiy, 
the host moderately to preserve at once his 
soberness and his liquor. At last he saw with 
dismay that his guest had drank the last drop 
of the precious hquor. The guest was too drunk 
to know it, but he missed the familiar invita- 
tion of the host to take another drink. So, 
leaning on nis elbows, he looked across Ihe table 
reproaehtully with the melancholy remark: 
“ Governor, 1's a long time between drinks.

4HE REPUBLICANS NOMINATE 
COL, ANDREW D. BAIRD. 

THEY SHOW INTENSE ENTHUSIASM AND 
DEMAND HOME RULE AND CIVIL 
SERVICE REFORM. 

Brooklyn’s Republicans held two conven- 
tions yesterday, the city and the county, both in 
Everett Assembly Rooms, on Fulton-street. Not 
since the convention which nominated Seth Low 
in 1881 have the Republicans of Brooklyn 
showed so much enthusiasm. - Not only did they 
turu out in force, but both conventions were at- 
tended by some of the best men in the party. 

The City Convention was called to order last 
evening by Robert Payne. J.B. B. Morrell and 
Adolph Van Rein were elected Secretaries, and 
these officers were made permanent. Chairman 
Payne madea brief speech,in which he said 
that this was a year when every Republican 
should do his whole duty. He urged upon his 
hearers the importance of electing a Mayor who 


would not prostitute bis office to any party. 
“Brooklyn to-day,” he said, ‘is practically 
Mayorless. You know what that means.” - 

A Committee on Resolutions, consisting of 
Jonn B. Green, William H. Williams, Dr. Louis 
£. Nicot, A. G. McDonald, Jackson Wallace, Dr. 
J. W. Fleming, and Lester W. Beasisy, was ap- 
pointed, and retiring for a few minutes returned 
with a platform indorsing the State ticket and 

ledging support to the nominees of the State 
Eonvention. Tt declares that the successful con- 
duct of the city’s affairs depends upon the elec- 
tion to municipal office of tried men who 
will consider public office a public trust. 
Appointments and removals in the municipal 
service should be made only when demanded for 
the city’s good, and never for party ends, and the 
municipal civil service regulations should be 
administered in a spirit of absolute fairness and 
justice. The delegates in voting for candidates 
for the offices of Mayor and Alderman-at-Large 
declare that they do so with the distinct under- 
standing thatin accepting the nominations the 
candidates pledge themselves unqualifiedly to 
the spirit of these principles. Brooklyn Repub- 
licans favor the maintenance of the principle of 
home rule and pledge themselves to oppose 
uncompromisingly any interference with or lim- 
itation of the present undivided responsibility 
of the Mayor. They claim that the Republicans 
have lived up to these principles and denounce 
the Democrats for violating them. 

After these resolutions had been adopted with 
enthusiasm A. G. McDonald, of the Twentieth 
Ward, nominated Col. Andrew D. Baird for 
Mayor. The name evoked tremendous applause. 
Col. Joseph L. Follett seconded the nomination, 
and was followed by ex-Mayor Schroeder and 
William H. Williams, the President of the Young 
Republican Club, all of whom indorsed Col. 
Baird most heartily. 

After a letter from George B. Forrester, with- 
drawing from the contest for the Mayoralty, had 
been read the nomination of Col. Baird was 
made by acclamation with great enthusiasm. 

Col. Baird is Scotch by birth and 48 years of 
age. Hecameto America when 14 years old, 
and won fortune and a name. He owns a stones 
yard in Williamsburg, where he employs nearly 
1.000 men. With them he has always been pop- 
ular as @ man and just as an employer. Col. 
Baird served during the war, to which he went 
asa private and from which he returned a Colo- 
nel. The only elective office he has ever held 1s 
that of Alderman. 

The convention nominated the following Jus- 
tices of the Peace: First District—James Tay- 
lor; Second—Joseph Benjamin; Third—Edward 
H. Schlueter. Mr. Tayloris a lawyer and a resi- 
dent of the Twenty-second Ward. Herepresent- 
ed the Tenth Assembly District in the State 
Legislature for two terms. Mr. Benjamin lives 
in the Sixteenth Ward, is a real estate agent, 
and was deputy under Coroner Hesse. Mr. 
Schlueter is a Thirteeuth Ward man and isa 
clerk in Justice Rhinehart’s court, of which he 
now aspires to be the presiding officer. _ 

The convention appointed the Chairman of 
each ward delegation a committee to nominate 
seven Aldermen at Large and then adjourned. 

The County Convention met at 2 o’clock. The 
270 delegates met several surprises. The 
biggest of these was the announcement that ex- 
United Marshal Tate, of the Twenty-third Ward, 
who led in the race for the Shrievalty, had with- 
drawn his name. Ernest Nathan, who wants the 
nomination for Senator from the Third District, 
refused to allow the delegates from the Twenty- 
third Ward to support Tate, fearing it wound af- 
fect his chances in the Senatorial fight. This 
narrowed down the contestto Justice Rhins- 
hart and Robert B. Sedgwick. 

Another puzzle for the delegates was the un- 
expected appearance of Supervisor Fitchie as 
“boss” of the Seventh Ward, though he was beat- 
en at his own primary Tuesday night. when 
John N. Read was nominated to succeed him as 
Supervisor. A reaction had set in, and just be- 
fere the conventionaslate was arranged on 
which he figured as a candidate for Supervisor at 
Large. ; 

Major Edward H. Hobbes called the conven- 
tion to order, and Robert Sharkey, Hvgo 
Hirsch, and Dr. Augustus Guy were made tem- 
porary Secretaries. It took half an hour to per- 
fect the roll, during which time * Bill” Leay- 
eraft moved among the delegates, urging them 
to support Sedgwick. Sedgwick himself hun 
to his ponderous friend, the Port Warden, ant 
let no doubtful delegates suffer for want of per- 
suasion. When the temporary organization had 
been made permanent “Barney” Mulhollana, 
of the Fourth Ward, moved that the Chairman 
of eaeh ward delegation name his choice for 
Sheriff. This did not suit the majority, and it was 
withdrawn. Theodore B, Willis, of the First Ward, 
then pitched into the present administrators of 
the County Government. whom he called “ the 
worst gang of Democratic politicians that ever 
gained control of the county.” A young man 
was wanted, he said, who represented young 
Republicanism and busigess qualifications, He 
named Robert B. Sedgwick, and the announce- 
ment met with considerable enthusiasm from 
the First Ward. No one seconded the nomina- 
tion. ; 

Dr. A. M. Burns, of the Seventeenth Ward, 
said he agreed with Mr. Willisin everything ex- 
cept the necessity of voting for Sedgwick. His 
candidate was Justice Clark D. Rhinehart, 
whom he lauded highly. The delegates ap- 
plauded the name to the echo. The Sixteenth 
Ward seconded Rhbinehart’s nomination, but 
before any other eould follow suit Foster L. 
Backus rose and spoke for Sedgwick. He said 
Rhinehart, an Eastern District man, would 
hurt the nomination of Col. Baird for Mayor, 
but was stopped by hisses and cat-calls. This 
angered Mr. Backus. He wanted to know who 
was the boss of the convention, and declared it 
an honor to Sedgwick that his enemies were 
afraid to have the reasons for his nomination 
made known. This caught the popular idea, 
and yells for Sedgwick were heard all over the 
hall. Joseph H. Maitiand spoke for the Twenty- 
first Ward, ana referred to Sedgwick as popular 
with the young, the middle-aged, and old men 
and women, and ‘‘no man,” said the speaker, 
“can be elected without the votes of the women.” 

Sedgwick got the firet five wards solid and 
broke into Rhinehart’s followers in the Sixth 
and Seventh, but Rhinehart was nominated by 
a vote of 166 to 104. Before the result was an- 
nounced Theodore B. Willis moved to make the 
nomination unanimous, and it was done. 

For Supervisor at Large Hugo Hirsch nomi- 
nated ex-Supervisor Thomas W. Wood, of the 
Third Ward, referring to him as a life-long Re- 
publican. Then the convention was surprised 
to hear Chairman Leech, of the Seventh Ward, 
name Supervisor Thomas Fitchie, the man 
whom he beat at Tuesday’s primaries. He spoke 
of the Supervisor's battles for honest contracts, 
and urged his promotion to an office that would 
enable him to veto the corrupt jobs of the Demo- 
cratic board. Half a dozen delegates seconded 
Fitcnie’s nomination, but no one got up to say a 
zood word for Wood. Before the ballot was fin- 
ished Fitchie was seen to have a big majority, so 
bis nomination was made®nanimous. 

Justice James Savage was renominated for As- 
sociate Justice of Sessions aud the convention 
adjourned.

OHIO POLITICAL PROSPECTS. 


FORAKER AND BLAINE UNPOPULAR— 
CLEVELAND A HARD MAN TO BEAT. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—An interview with 

“a prominent politician,” when itis out of the 

question to use the politician’s name, is com- 

monly regarded with distrust, as it may proper- 
ly be in nine cases out of ten. In spite of that 
conviction the writer is disposed to repeat the 
substance of a conversation held a few days 
ago with “‘a prominent politician” of Ohio, and 

a Republican, whose name is known to almost 

every newspaper reader, but which it will be 

obviously improper to repeat, as he is a good 
party man apd one very earnestly anxious for 

Republican success. He began by making some 

regrets because Gov. Foraker had been 


snubbed at Philadelphia by Mr. Cleve- 
land. “ We've heard ali about that 
in Ohio,” said he, ‘‘and I don't care 
lo talk about it now. I think Mr. Cleveland 
made a mistake, but noonethat [I have met 
feels particularly Cistressed about it. It won’t 
make any difference in the end,” he added, *‘ for 
Cleveland bas grown rapidly in publie esteem, 
and I confess that he will be a very hard man 
to beat. And in Ohio we've got our Fallelection 
to settle before we begin at the Presidency. I 
could be pleased if the situation was more hope- 
ful in the State. Foraker has, too, made 
much capital out of the ‘snubbing,’ 
and some of us who have become sat- 
urated with ‘bloody shirt’ talk are growing 
somewhat weary of the man who has 80 many 
griévances to think of that he cannot forget 
himself. Down in Cincinnati things political are 
in bad shape for us. The Republican legislative 
ticket is about as bad as can be—one of the 
worst ever nominated—and it does not deserve to 
wip. Then there is a feeling of indifference 
about Foraker’s majority that bodes ill. He 
hopes to get an increased majority over that 
cast for him when he was last elected. Some of 
the Republicans who do not have so good an 
opinion of Foraker as he has of himself are in- 
clined to clip his wings, and to do it by letting 
Powell get the Governorship. 

“But would not a defeat annoy Sherman, who 
made such an effort to get an indorsement at 
Toledo?” 

“Not much! Sherman knows the State will 
be Republican in a Presidential year and that 
he will be able to get the delegation from his 
State to the National Convention. He also 
knows that if Foraker 1s defeated, or elected by 
a reduced majority, he will not be able to cut 
any figure as a candidate for Vice-Presit‘ent on 
the ticket with Blaine. Sherman’s friends have 
little reliance upon Foraker, but Foraker can- 
not succeed without the support of Sherman’s 
friends. Yes, I expect to see an effort made 
to nominate Blaine again. This talk about 
his not being a candidate is just what 
we heard three years ago. Then, as now, 
Blaine’s touters kept assuring everybody that 
he was not a candidate, but they persistently 
talked for him all the time. All the Lincoln talk 
in Ohio, and there is not muchof it, is really for 
Blaine. The man ought to be well known now, 
but @ great many Republicans who were voters 
20 years ago, and who have had a chance to 
observe his methods for half a lifetime, do not 
see that he is just as keenly alive to the great 
ambition of his life as he ever was, and that all 
this pretense of his indifference to the nomina- 
tion is a blind. 

“Then you expect to see him nominated 
again?” 

“TI do. There is a stronger movement for 
Sherman than there ever was before, but it will 
not be strong enough. It may divide the New- 
York delegation, and ultimately that division 
may cost ts the State, but it won’t hold back the 
delegations from the West, who will be for 
Blaine, as they were in 1884. AsTsaid, I do 
not see how Cleveland can be beaten. I must 
confess I do not see how Blaine can be elected 
if nominated. We can’t make any argument 
stronger for him now than we did three years 
ago. He is certainly no more popular. 
We used to appeal to business men to 
vote the Republican ticket to guard 
the country from the shock to business 1n- 
separable from a change of administration. 
How will that argument serve now—for us or 
for the Democrats! The,plain truth is, that Mr. 
Blaine was as popular in 1884 as he ever will 
be, and that the party had more capital to offer 
the country than it has now—in argument, I 
mean. If the businesé men listen to the appeal 
to vote so that there shall be no change, they 
will vote this year with the Democrats. 

“TI ought to have said,” he continued, ‘‘ that in 
Hamilton County the Democrats have nominated 
candidates so far ahead of the sort of men they 
usually name that if the Democrats in that city 
did not think them too good for their purposes 
they would certainly be elected. Powell is 
making a very effective canvass for Governor. 
His speeches are appealing strongly to the sense 
of the farmers, and they are giving our people 
more concern than they can easily conceal.”

Close to 100,000 shares of Western Union 
stock were dealt in on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday. 


Everybody had the point to buy fora big and 
rapid rise. Opening at 775s, it jumped to 7973 
and seemed bound straightway for par, but all 
of a sudden a reaction dropped it to 777s, and 
the closing sale was only 4 better. The B. and 


O. Telegraph, as the story universally had it, 
was finally in the Gould pocket. Two or three 
mysterious meetings were held by the Gould 
contingent, and lots of talking was done—noth- 
ing being stated positively, but all manner of 
big things hinted at. Atthe close of business 
on the Stock Exchange it was “officially stated” 
that a preliminary contract had been executed, 
by virtue of which a later one was to come to 
give the Western Union full and absolute con- 
trol of the entire B. and O. Telegraph system. 
According to some authorities the B. and O,stock 
was in Gould’s hands. 
i 

“The only thing lacking now is President Gar- 
rett’a signature and a formal stockholders’ rati- 
fication of the contract.” This is the assurance 


of a man as close asanybody can get to Jay 
Gould. People who are ranled as intimates of 
Robert Garrett are finding some sort of consola- 
tion in the belief that he will object to the pro- 
ceedings that have been rushed through without 
his presence while he has been on the ocean 
bound this way.

“The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company 
owns the telegraph property by ownership of 
stock,” say these people, and “such a transac- 


tion as the sale of the telegraph is not an act 
within the ordinary powers of a Board of Direct- 
ors. -Itis something requiring a vote of stock- 
holders to authorize, or at least to ratify. Mr. 
Garrett is not only the President of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Company, but the Garrett faim- 
ily are the largest individual owners of its stock.

completed—even if Gould is sincere in his pro- 
fession of a desire to complete it. “ I never yet 
knew a big dealto go through without one or 
two hitches,” said Mr. Gould himself some time 
ago. “It doesn’t do, you know, to let the lambs 
make too much money. They might get proud.”

street seems to think that there is about to be a 
lightning change and the whole thing completed 
off-hand.

When the deal is complete, though, ah, what a 
magnificent row of figures the Western Union 
capital stock will make! There was hysterical 


pooh-poohing yesterday because it had been in- 
timated in this column that $100,000,000 might 
be close to the figure. Say the bulls, (a bullisa 
gentleman with something to sell.) it won’t be 
over $87,000,000, or at most $90,000,000. Itis 
between $81,000,000 and $82,000,000 now. The 
Western Union will not pay over $4,000,000 or 
$5,000,000 for the Baltimore and Ohio, it is in- 
sisted. Possibly that’s so. 


But what the Western Union pays direct for 
the Baltimore and Ohio is but a trifle beside 
some other things arranged to figure in the

And there is 
an indefinable something on the Western 
Union’s books yclept ‘‘construction account,”

sprinkling pot a-wriggling ? A bundred millions, 
indeed, is, all in all, rather a small and insuti- 
cient figure, considering what profitable things 
(for Mr. Gould) are in prospect.

the aid of the accommodating ‘construction 
account” it now pays 1 per cent. semi-occasion- 
ally.

A 
bright lad is Bad Boy Eddie, who has never hes- 
itated to copper papa’s bull points on the stock 
market by open sales on the Consolidated Ex- 
change, whereby, as Wall-street has it, he has 
accumulated shekels abundant. 


In addition to electing the youngster a Di- 
rector of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, his father has just made him a present of 


a controlling interest—representing some mill- 
ions in value—in extensive coal mines in the 
Indian Territory. One of the lad’s objects in 
the present journey is to see what a coal mine 
really is.

DR. PARKER ON SCIENOE, 

The Rey. Dr. Joseph Parker lectured last 
evening in Chickering Hall on ‘“ Job’s Comfort- 
ers—Sympathy from Science.”’ The hall was 
more than three-quarters filled by an audience 
which appreciated keenly the iecturer’s biting 


satire and sonorous eloquence. Dr. Parker at- 
tacked his subjectin an aggressive way and with 
a brvuad English accent. In his attempt to prove 
that the conclusions of the scientist are not 
enough to satisfy the longings of human nature, 
he represented Job, the modern Christian, 
down-stricken with grief from the loss of 
money, health, and dearest friends. In his an- 
guish he was visited by three false comforters, 
‘Huxley, the Moleculite; John Stuart, the Mill- 
ite, and Tyndall, the Sadducee.” The stones of 
science failed to satisfy the hunger of the spirit- 
ually minded Job, although the learned men 
offered “to lend him their complete works.” 
Job turned away in disgust. In God alone 
could he find comfort. Dr. Parker did not, 
however, oppose the march of science in itself. 
“Science,” said he, ‘‘may be welcome in its 
proper sphere. The church must enlarge its 
walls toinclude it and make it a guest. Bat 
still must the scientitic man admit that he has 
nothing of comfort to say to certain conditions 
of humanity.”

DENIALS BY MITKIEWICZ 


HE SAYS HE IS STILL ON GOOD 
TERMS WIIH OHINA. 
RUMORED REPUDIATION OF THE 

CONCESSIONS TO HIS SYNDICATE HE 

DECLARES TO BE IMPOSSIBLE. 


The Count Eugene de Mitkiewiez was at 
the St. James Hotel yesterday. He appeared to 


THE 


be indignant at the report that his concessions | 


from the Chinese Government had been repudi- 
ated, and denounced it as false. Nevertheless 
the rumor appeared to trouble him, and he 
pulled his jong red side whiskers nervously. 

“It is impossible,” he said, “ that China should 
have repudiated its concessions to me. When I 
left that country I was accompanied by a 
special Imperial Envoy, and we reached Wash- 
ington together on Sept. 4. Since then the En- 
voy has occupied the house of Mr. Wharton 
Barker at Jenkintown, Penn., and has been in 
daily communication with the home Govern- 
ment. Furthermore, itis fair to presume that 
the Chinese Legation at Washington is thor- 
oughly informed as to what is happening in 
China, and that it would knowit anything so 
important as the repudiation of my concessions 
had occurred. No communication indicating 
any such thing has been received by the Im- 
perial Envoy, the Chinese Legation, the Chinese 
Consulate at New-York, the American syndicate, 
or myself. 


“In fact, such a repudiation is impossiWle. 
The concessions were granted by legislation, and 


they stand to-day aslawsin China. Is it rea- 
sonable to suppose that the laws of a country 
could be changed without the high officials of 
that country knowing something aboutit? Is 
it reasonable to suppose that the Chinese Gov- 
ernwent would repudiate concessions as vast as 
ours without apprising us in some way? it is 
absurd on the face of it. The report was orig- 
inated and circulated by English interests to 
cripple an American enterprise. 

“The contracts for the long-distance tele- 
phone and the establishment of an American 
bank in China were signed, sealed, and delivered 
to me by the Chinese Government. T brought 
them to this country and delivered them to Mr. 
Wharton Barker at Altoona early in September. 
There has been some communication with re- 
gard to the matter since, but it was only con- 
cerning minor details, and even these have been 
accepted by the Chinese Government by cable. 
Last Saturday I received a cable dispateh from 
the Chinese Government stating its entire and 
absolute acceptance of these details, and con- 
taining the additional information that land had 
been purchased in Shanghai and Tien-Tsin for 
the furtherauce of our schemes.” 

‘*What have you to say about the report that 
the syndicate is trying to get rid of you ?” 

“That is nonsense. While I have been ina 
sense the agent of thesyndicate! am atthe same 
time one of its largest principals, and I am proud 
of the fact that I enjoy the full contidence of 
both the syndicate and the Chinese Government. 
I have observed no dixposition on the part of the 
syndicate to get rid of me, and I certainly have 
no desire or purpose to get rid of it. It has been 
said that I wanted $1,000,000 to get out. I 
wouldn’t get out for ten millions, and I don’t be- 
lieve the syndicate would part with me for that 
sun. 

“Is it the purpose of the syndicate to put its 
stock on the market?” 

“No. There is no stock for sale. It has been 
agreed by the syndicate to place all the stock in 
the hands of the Trustees fortwo years. This 
agreement was made with the specific purpose 
of preventing speculation. We have three times 
the necessary capital subscribed, and therefore 
are in a position to keep all the stock in the 
United States and in our own hands.” 

“Did you have other concessions than those 
for the telephone and the bank?’ 

““ Not specifically, but the agreement with the 
Chinese Government declares that all future 
concessions as to internal improvements and de- 
velopments in the Chinese Empire shall be con- 
trolied by qur bank. In all of ourenterprises and 
propositions the Chinese Government met us 
nore than half way. In the natter of the tele- 
phone we asked for a concession of 30 years 
and they granted us 50. In the matter of the 
bank they assented almost without being asked.” 

‘Tt has been charged that you are not a Rus- 
sian at all.” 

**T have papers to prove all that I claim, but 
T den’t care to mix my personality in this mat- 
ter justnow. When the time comes I shall be 
ready to meet all aspersions on wy character.” 

The Count de Mitkiewicz is a tall, slender 
man, apparently about 45 years of age. He 
wears long red side whiskers and mustaches, 
and speaks with a marked accent. He has 
lived fora long time in this country and is the 
father of eight children, all of whom are in 
America’ Mitkiewicez is accompanied by his 
wife, whois a neice of President Tyler, of Am- 
herst College. 

Mr. W. L. Paine, a New-York member of the 
syndicate, corroborated all Mitkiewiez said, 
and Mr. Lock Wing, the Chinese Vice-Consul 
here, said the report of the repudiation of the 
concessions must be false. If true he would 
have heard of it officially, and he had heard 
nothing. 

Wharton Barker, the head of the syndicate, is 
expected here to-morrow. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 6.—Wharton Barker 
said to-day that he had not yet received any 
notification from any official source that the 
concessions’ granted him by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment have been rescinded. Mr. Barker was 
not sure that the cable dispatches of Wednesday 
making the announcement were not bogus. He 
felt almost positive that they were not true, and 
the Special Envoy, Mr. 8. P. Makiet Chang, 
doesn’t take any stock in the story, and has 
stopped thinking about it. He cabled to China 
to-day that everything was all right, and that 
he had finished all the business he was sent on 
for. Mr. Barker had learned from Washington 
that the United States Government has not been 
notified. Mr, Barker and all those interested 
with himin the scheme are annoyed by the re- 
port, and a great many people called at his 
ottice to-day, on Fourth-street, to know if the 
report was true. Mr. Barker said to a TIMES 
reporter, in speaking of the concessions: 

“The public had better know that these con- 
cessions grant a perpetual! charter for a Chinese 
and American bank, with a capital of 25,000,000 
Shanghai tael, (a tael is $1 22 in American 
money,) with power to increase that capital to 
50,000,000 tael, without further grant from 
the Chinese Government. The bank,in addi- 
tion to the usual functions of a bank, has the 
right to coin and issue gold and silver money, 
the Government very properly retaining the 
right to fix the size, weight, and standard. 
The profit on this branch of the busi- 
ness is to be divided into two equal 
parts, one to go to the Government and 
one to the bank. The bank has the 
right to issue paper money to the amount of its 
capital, the Government having the same coun- 
tersigned by the Controller. The bank has the 
right to undertake the building of railroads and 
other public works that may be authorized by 
the Chinese Government. In addition to profit 
in building the railroad ana other public works, 
the bank would have a very substantial per- 
manent interest in all of them. As the bank 
would have both Chinese and American stock- 
holders, itis believed that the public and pri- 


vate deposits would be very large. The branches, 


or agencies in the Chinese cities beyond the 
treaty ports would be wholly under the manage- 
ment of Chinese individuals.”

A NOVELTY IN SWINDLING. 


THE FULTON . NATIONAL BANK OF 


BROOKLYN THE VICTIM. 

An adroit swindling scheme, in which the 
Fulton Bank, of Brooklyn, was the victim, was 
brought to light yesterday. Three men are 
locked un in the First Precinct Station House as 
a result, and detectives are upon the track of 
two others. The prisoners are Arthur N. Snell, 
Paying Teller of the bank; Edward Fowler, of 
358 Lewis-avenue, who is interested in the 
Earth Fuel Company, and Ward A. Hepburn, a 
merchant of 8 MHarrison-street, New-York, 
living at 150 West ‘Vhirty-fourth-street. 
Five persons appear to have been engaged in 


the scheme. Paying ‘feller Snell is believed to 
have been simply a tool in the hands of Fowler, 
the leader in the enterprise and a cousin of the 
Teller. Fowler's method was to bring worthless 
checks to his cousin, who would cash them, and 
who had thought out a scheme of preventing 
his own detection and keeping the suspicions of 
the bank officers quiet. For at least a month he 
had been doing this with auccess, but in all not 
stealing more than $12,000. 

Cashier John A. Nexsen had been absent from 
the bank for over a month on account of the 
delicate health of his wife. This caused Presi- 
dent Hazzard to pay more than usual attention 
to the affairs of the bank. Over a week ago he 
ran against a number of checks in Paying Teller 
Snell’s department that he did not like the looks 
of, He asked Snell about them, and the 
latter replied carelessly that they were 
checks casbed for some ladies who had dealings 
with the bank. Frauk Angel,-the bank’s connsel, 
also looked into the matter, and it was discov- 
erud that crooked work was going on. President 
Hazzard told Snell to be at the bank early yes- 
terday morning, and telegraphed Cashier Nexsen 
to be on band. ; 

Mr. Nexsen was told to wait until Snell had 
taken out all the cash to be used for yesterday’s 
business and then to seize it. Nexsren did so. 
Among the cash were some of the checks which 
the President knew were bad. The police were 
then called. 

Fowler and two or three others in the ring had 
an interest in the Earth Fuei Company, or, at 
least, the latter company’s checks figured in the 
case. Fowler would bring checks of his own and 
his companions drawn on New-York banks. Snell 
would cash them and then place them among the 
bank’s eash in his control. The day that the ac- 
counts were examined by bank officers Snell 
would send the checks over to the First National 
Bank, which does the clearing for the FultonBank. 
Of course the checks would be overdrawn on 
the bank in which the men had small accounts. 
But the next morning, after the examiners had 
got through, the Paying-Teller would send over 
cash to balance the amounts of the checks, and 
they would then be returned to him. He would 
throw them in with the money as so much cash. 
In this way the checks weut back ahd forth, and 
when Mr. Fowier and the other gentlemen 
necded more money a new check was made out. 

President Hazzard said the loss to the bank 
would be trifling, as Snell had given bonds for 
$10,000, and his bondsmen were good. 

Snell was arrested in the bank and afterward 
remanded by Justice Walsh to await examina- 
tion. He has been connected with the bank for 
several years, is of good family, and nothing has 
been known against him before. Fowler is a 
brother of ex-Water Commissioner William A. 
Fowler. He was arrested in his office. Just be- 
fore night Hepburn was found in his place of 
business on Harrison-street.

A BIG DISTILLEKY FIRE. 
Watchman John Reed found a fire making 
rapid progress in the centre of the second fluor 
of Ephraim Howe’s distillery, 118 to 122 E!m- 
street, at 5 o’clock yesterday morning. Three 
alarms were sent out, but the second and third 


floors and the roof were destroyed with two 
stills, a lot of valuable apparatus, and machin- 
ery, a large quantity of whisky in all stages of 
preparation, and two horses. The firemen were 
nervous when the tire was atits height because 
of the frequent explosions of whisky barrels. 
One of them appeared to fillthe whole building 
with tlame, aud two members of Engine No. 21 
jumped into Elm-street from the second floor to 
escape asingeing. They were not much hurt, 
however. 

There were in the distillery 40,000 gallons of 
whisky, worth about $90,000, on which the 
tax due was $36,000. The building was worth 
$35,000 to $40,000 and the machinery, &¢., 
about $25,000. The loss on stock is not more 
than two-fifths, owing to salvage below the sec- 
ond floor. The losses are estimated at $35,000 
ov whisky—estimating it out of bond —$15,000 
on the building, and $14,000 on machinery. 
Water, smoke, and falliug wreck did $2,000 dam- 
age in Howard-street and $37,000 damage in 
Canal-street. The distillery was originally a 
wooden structure. It was burned down in 1850. 
Mr. Howe had owned it since 1860. The losses 
are fairly well insured.

BRASS WCRKERS CONFIDENT. 

The brass manufacturers did not lock out 
their men yesterday, as had been threatened, 
and the men regarded this omission as a sign of 
weakening on the part of the bosses. Only a 


few polishers and machinists were at work at 
the shop of Oxley, Giddings & Enos, in Brvok- 
lyn, to tinish up uncompleted jobs. Mr. Oxley 
declared that he would keep his shop closed 
until the trouble was settled one way or another, 
although he was confident the lock-out would 
take place to-morrow. 

The brass workers’ Executive Committee met 
at Military Hall. It was reported that the firms 
of Cassidy & Son and John Williams had decided 
to break away from the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. It was also said that several of the manu- 
facturers had gone to Philadelphia to beg the 
manufacturers there to help them out and not 
to take up any contracts for work which might 
be taken away from New-York in the event of a 
lock-out. The leaders of the union men felt con- 
fident of victory, and are determived to make a 
desperate fight,as this is the busy season, and all 
the manufacturers have large orders to fill. 
Should they not be successful now they will 
have uo hope of enforcing the Saturday holiday 
system in the slack season.

ASTONISHING RESULT OF EXAMINATIONS 
IN THE CUSTOM HOUSE, 

The examination of Custom House em- 
ployes for promotion under the new rules of the 
Civil Service Commission was concluded yester- 
day by the examination of 30 employes of 
the third or sixteen-hundred-dollar to eigh- 
teen-hundred-dollar grade. Tho examina- 
tions were conducted by Theodore Babcock, 
Jy., of the Naval Office; Dr. James Began, of the 
Collector's office, and Jonn A. Mason, Secretary 
composing the local Board of Examiners. It 
was the third examination for promotion held 
under Collector Magone’s administration. The 
first was held about a year ago and was limited 
to employes of the first or one-thousand-dollar 


grade. The second, beld in the Spring, included 
classes from every grade in the service, and the 
papers in this examination are only now being 
completed and the reports of the commission 
upon them turned in. 
In response to the demands of the service for 
more help in the third grade, the Examiners 
first reported upon the class of 47 in the second 
grade. Only 22 attained the required percent- 
age of 75, and as a percentage under 75 is held 
to indicate want of competency for the position, 
25 of the 47 will be dismissed from the service. 
The ignorance of many of the clerks who for 
from 15 to 20 years have been drawing salaries 
ot $1,200 to $1,600 and over is almost beyond 
comorehension. <A large proportion of those ex- 
almined declined to attempt to answer some of 
the questions in arithmetic and geography 
which any 15-year-old schoolboy would have an- 
Swered with readiness. Such a direction as: 
“Express in writing (45x7)—(18—9)~(16x3)” 
was passed over by many, while others who 
tried to answer did not comprehend the ques- 
tion. One man who was appointed in 1871, and 
had once occupied the post of Deputy Collector, 
could not write legibly or spell with ordinary 
efficiency, and confessed him&elf unable to an- 
swer the arithmetical questions. Another who 
was asked to name five principal ports of entry 
on the seaboard, replied: ‘*New-York, Boston, 
New-Jersey, Californy, and Philadelphia.” And 
another, asked to name three interior ports of 
entry, replied: ‘New-York, Boston, and New- 
ersey.” 
Secretary Mason said that of the 30 examined 
yesterday only about six could pass, and of the 
200 examined inthe last two examinations, over 
one-half would be cropped from the rolls for in- 
efliciency and ignorance.

WANT THE REVENUE REDUCED. 
John E. Develin called last night’s meet- 
iug of the County Democracy’s County Commit- 
tee to order. Assemblyman Danlel E. Finn 
moved that $1.000 be appropriated for the use 
of the Committee on Naturalization, and the 
motion was adopted. Col. John R. Fellows in- 
troduced three resolutions, strung together as a 


declaration of principles. The first indorsed 
the platform and nominees of the Democratic 
State Convention. The second called upon the 
Democratic Congressmen to prepare and pass a 
measure to reduce “the present unjust and un- 
necessary taxation at present imposed by the 
Federal Government,” thus “remedying a 
flagrant wrong and saving the people at least 
$100,000,000 a year.” 

Col. Fellows contrasted the platforms adopted 
by the Republican and Democratie Conventions, 
and said that the people would undoubtedly see 
the merits inthe one and the defects in the 
other. Speaking of the nominees on the State 
tickets, he said that the Democratic candidate 
for Secretary of State was opposed by two men 
—‘‘one dead and the other living.” Turning to 
local affairs, he said the Democracy was thor- 
oughly united, and would place a local ticket in 
the tield that would command the support of all 
good citizens. 

Col. John O’Byrne seconded the resolutiona, 
He favered taking the tariff off tobacco and beer, 
the solaces of the poor and rich. .

HREE ORDERS FROM COURT 


THR POLICH CUMMISSIONERS 
; IN A MUDDLE. 
MESSRS. VOORHIS AND PORTER GIVE 
THEIR REASONS FOR NOT CONFIRM- 
ING MR. M’CLAVE’S APPOINTMENTS. 


The Police Board yesterday received three 
orders of court—a dissolution of Justice Patter- 
son’s injunction restraining it from appointing 
the fifth inspector from the Progressive Labor 
Party; an order to show cause to-day in Su- 
preme Court, General Term, why the Progress- 
ive Labor Party’s inspectors were not appoint- 
ed, and an alternative mandamus, obtained by 
the United Labor Party, to appoint its inspect- 
ors or show cause to-day in the same court. 
Commissioners French and McClave were closet- 
ed with Elihu Root and E. M. Shepard. Messrs. 
Voorhis and Porter were advised by W. P. Rog- 
era, Commodore Tooker, and Mr. G. L. Simon- 
zon. Assistant Corporation Counsel Thomas P. 
Wickes was on hand to give sueh legal advice as 
might be required. 

Mr. French said he had no communication 
with John J. O’Brien on the subject of the quali- 


fying of the United Labor Party’s inspectors on 
Wednesday night and he was not responsible for 
what O’Brien bad done. Mr. McClave made a 
like statement. The question of how to actin 
the event of the disability of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Elections was discussed. It was 
agreed that, under the law which gives the Chief 
power to appoint a chief clerk, such chiet clerk 
could act. r. McClave offered a resolution to 
appoint the United Labor Party’s inspectors 
whom he had appointed under the alternative 
mandamus. This was lost by a party vote, and 
Mr. Voorhis offered the following as the reasons 
why he and Mr. Porter could not vote with 
Messrs. French and McClave: 


The undersigned, members of the Board and Com- 
missioners of Police, hereby place on record as their 
reasons for not oy eae aed as inspectors of election 
the persons recently named by Commissioner John 
McClave as the designated Commissioners of Police 
acting for and in behalf of the political organization 
known as the United Labor Party that: 

#irst—We are in grave doubt as to our legal right 
to make any appointment of inspectors of election 
after the time fixed by statute, which is limited to 
the months of August and September in each year. 

Second—The law providing for the appointment 
of an additional inspector of election requires that 
the political party or organization receiving such 
a shall have cast at the next precedin 
election 50,000 votes and upward for at least one o 
its candidates, and 1t does not appear to the satis- 
faction of the undersigned, or either of them, that 
the party represented by Commissioner McClave 
cast that number of votes at the preceding election 
for any one of its candidates. Nor does it appear to 
their satisfaction that said United Labor Party had 
Bn existence as a party or organization at the time of 
the last preceding election. 

Third—It does appear, and is a matter of fact, 
that the votes cast at the last preceding election for 
the candidate upon which the United Labor Party 
bases its claim to the appointment of an inspector 
of election, viz., for that of Mayor, were cast by the 
persons then or now identified and connected with 
three existing political organizations, known as the 
Irving Hall Party, the Progressive Labor Party, 
and the United Labor Party, each of which organi- 
gation are claimants before the Board of Police for 
appointment of inspectors of election, representa- 
oles respectively, of one or another of sald organi- 
zations. 

Fourth—To accord the appointment of the inspect- 
ors of election to the United Labor Party in view 
of the foregoing facts would be the perpetration of 
a great wrong and an act of gross injustice to the 
other claimants, the members of which organiza- 
tions were associated with and contributed to the 
vote cast for Henry George, the candidate in com- 
mon for whom 60,000 votes and upward were given 
at the preceding election, as before stated. 

Fifth—Proot of the correctness of the above state- 
ments fully appear in the various documents and 
affidavits on file with the Department of Police and 
heretofore presented, duly verified, to the honorable 
Supreme Court. 

Sizth—It has'not been, nor is it, the desire of the 
undersigned to defeat or evade the provisions of the 
statute relative to the appointment of an additional 
anspector of election; on the eontrary, they are 
now, and have been at all times, prevetee and ready 
to appoint the same whenever the requirements of 
the law have been fully complied with, but to do so 

efore that has been done would be a violation of 

eir sacred oaths of office, which we trust no supe- 
rior authority will call upon us to do.

STILL A MYSTERY. 


NELLIE MARENO’S FRIENDS AS SILENT 
AS SHE WAS HERSELF. 

Nellie Mareno, the girl whom Judge 
Duffy on Noy. 26 sent to the insane asylum on 
Blackwell’s Island, has been restored to her 
triends inan improved mental condition. The 
case Was such a peculiar one that it attracted 
extraordinary interest. The girl, who was only 
19 years old, and an attractive and refined per- 


son, applied for lodging at the Temporary Home 
for Women on Second-avenue. She was stylishly 
dressed, and there was nothing in her appear- 
ance to excite suspicion until the hour of retir- 
ing. Then she became excited and talked irra- 
tionally. She manifested an insane fear 
of bodily harm and asked repeatedly 
for a weapon. During her short stay 
in the house she hinted at some 
trouble involving the loss of her trunks, but 
persistently withheld information about herself 
or her relatives and friends. She spoke English, 
Spanish, French, and Italian, and it was in- 
ferred from her incoherent replies to questions 
that she had been reared luxuriantly somewhere 
South and was unaccustomed to independence. 
It was impossible to keep an insane pereon in 
the Home, and she was taken before Judge 
Duffy, who sent the girl to Beilevue for a men- 
tal examination. The experts did not solve the 
mystery, but concluded that with proper treat- 
ment her reason could be restored. She was 
without means, and as nobody came torward to 
identify her she was transferred to Dr. Dent’s 
charge on Blackwell’s Island. There she was 
treated for mental depression with gratifying 
results, but positively declined to tell her his- 
tory. 

The publicity given the case led to her restora- 
tion to her friends. It seems that she had been 
stopping with friends on the east side, and left 
them last month foratrip to New-Orleans. As 
no letter came from the girl her friends became 
anxious. Then they read of the mysterious in- 
sane girl. Something she was quoted as saying 
told them who she was, and immediate steps 
were taken to secure her release. The family 
shrunk from publicity, so the case was very 
quietly brought to the attention of the Depart- 
ment of Charities and Correction, On Wednes- 
day a contract was signed by her friends reliey- 
ing the department of further responsibility, and 
she was finally discharged and taken away. The 
facts relating to the young woman and her 
strange experience are withheld.
